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THE ZIONIST CONGRESS. 
- THE comparatively briefand necessarily patchy report which, 
m the circumstances, is the best we can give of the proceedings 
up till now of the Thirteenth Zionist Congress, does not form 


_ adequate material upon which to base any extended comment. 


The experience of two years ago ought to have convinced the 
Zionist Organisation that, so far as any service the English 


_ press can perform in making known the proceedings of a Congress 


held at Carlsbad is concerned, that very pleasant and, at this time 
of the year, alluring resort, is about the worst locale that could 
have been chosen-for the purpose. Ifthe postal and telegraphic 
arrangements of the town are not at fault, then it must be that 
the facilities given to the Press by those responsible for the 
Congress leave much to be desired. However, the opening 
speeches by Dr. WEIZMANN and Mr. SOKOLOW will be found 
at length in our report this week. As an oratorical effort, 


in which the literary capacity of the speaker showed itself in 


every line, the speech by Mr. SOKOLOW is excellent. But as acon- 
tribution to the crop of teasing questions, some of them vital, 
by which Zionism and the Zionist Movement are confronted, the 
addressis singularly lacking. It did not possess the merit even of 
being either inspiriting or inspiring. It strikes us very forcibly 
as the speech of a man who had to say something, and not as 
that of one who had something to say. Yet, a Zionist leader in 
these times ought to have a good deal to tell us, and we cannot 
imagine that the informative wells with Mr. SOKOLOW have run 
dry. The only conclusion, therefore, is that he felt uncertain 


about so many things that he deemed it best to confine himself to 
sheer generalities, 


Dr. WEIZMANN’S speech makes it evident that the 
question of the Jewish Agency is proving the chief subject 
of contention gt Carlsbad. We have had a good deal to 


bay upon the auegtion, and Boi | bo 


x ot 


would have been necessary. 


very strongly our opinions concerning it, because, of course, the 
matter is one that goes far deeper than the mere composition of 
the Agency previded for in the Mandate. If we would know how 
much deeper we have but to note the unblushingly impudent 


suggestions that are being put about by pseudo-Zionists that 


the Jewish future of Palestine shall be left to their hands and 
Zionists give up the work for which, having obtained the 
Mandate, they are no longer required. There is no necessity 
for us here to repeat the arguments that we have ventured upon 
the subject, more especially since, as we are gratified to note, 
Dr. WEIZMANN, in his address, laid down four points which, 
although in their wording somewhat vague, if they mean 


anything at all, mean that the Zionist leader concedes the 


contention the Jewish Chronicle has all along made, that 
those who come to form the Agency shall be subject to the 
Zionist Organisation, so far as their work on the Agency is 
concerned. What Dr. WEIZMANN called “the prime basic 
article” of his proposals for “roping in” non-Zionists, pseudo- 
Zionists, or anti-Zionists, in the hope that, as he put it, they 


_ may be converted to “ pure Zionism” (we last week wroto of his 


ae upon their “ hatching out as full fledged Nationalists:’) 

“that the National direction of our settlement work in Pales- 
‘iis as we know and understand i and not a hair's breadth 
different, is to be aszured for ever.” If the “mixed multitude " 
who “take an interest” in Palestine come in on this under- 
standing, there is of course some hope for them. Whether, on 
the other hand, the Congress will be satisfied with the mere ipse 
dixit of Dr. WEIZMANN, or © the form”’ to be devised for carry- 
ing out the points which he has laid down, cannot be known until 
the actual work of the Congress is done, and that is when, 
towards its end, resolutions previously debated and agreed 
upon in Committee are formally adopted by the delegates. Dr. 


WEIZMANN is evidently under the illusion that the Mandate 
compels the Zionist Organisation to share in the work of the 


Agency, ‘ to extend and broaden out,” as he puts it, that work, 
with other Jewish organisations. Nothing of the sort. The 


Mandate provides that the Zionist Organisation itself shall 
-bé the Agency, and that a part of its duties as Agency shall be 
‘to obtain the co-operation of other Jewish bodies, not in the 
work of the Agency, but in the work of building up the Jewish | 


National Home. There is thus no obligation whatsoever for 
the Zionist Organisation to co-opt representatives of non- 
Zionist or anti-Zionist kodies, and if it does so it is a matter 
of expediency only. We regret that Dr. WEIZMANN should 
have so far forgotten the text of the Mandate as to have used 
words which may well have misled the Congress into believing 


that under the terms of the Mandate, there was any sort of . 


compulsion on the Zionist Organisation to 
with other bodies or individuals. , 

We are not surprised to learn that there is very 
considerable opposition at the Congress to the proposal 
to alter the conditions set forth in the Mandate. Indeed, 
it occurs to us that if the Agency were to be formed 
as Dr. WEIZMANN appears to have originally desired an 
amendment of the Mandate by the League of Nations 
We should hardly think it 
desirable for Zionists to ask for amendments to that historio 
document at this moment. But we fail to see any power con- 


collaborate” 


ceded to the Zionist Organisation by the Mandate to constitute - 
the Agency just as it wishes or as may suit its exigencies for 


the time being. What the Mandate contemplates is the under- 


taking by the Zionist Organisation (so long as in the opinion of 


the Mandatory it is the appropriate body) of the work of the 


Agency. If it refuses to doit, or is not deemed appropriate, then 
presumably the Mandatory will dispense with the services of an 


Agency altogether. It is for these reason3, among others, that 
we have, ever since Dr. WEIZMANN’S proposals were made publie, 
urged that all those who, either as representatives or otherwise, 
took part in the work of the Agency under the Mandate, should 
be responsible to the Zionist Organisation. That proviso would, 
we believe, render the constitution of the Agency in accordance 


with the provisions of the Mandate; and we are, as we say, 


pleased-to see that Dr. WEIZMANN, doubtless travelling by an 
altogether different road, has come round to what we have 
called the sine qua non of any arrangement whereby any who are 
not members of the Zionist Organisation are to become members 
of the Agency. | 

Dr. WEIZMANN tells us that it is the business of 
Zionists to mobilise.” We agree “Mobilisation” is 
usually carried on in the enemy's camp, Apd the most likelp 
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soldiers are not those who have shown themselves utterly in- 
different to the Cause for which the process is being put into 
force. Still, as a method of what he calls the “ Zionisation "’ of 
Jews, his plan is of interest, and may be made’ tolerable if 
Congress can find means for securing the four points he tells 
us he regards as essential to it. 


President Harding. 


Tuer death, in circumstances more piteous than death usually 
is, of Mr. WARREN HARDING, has proved asad blow for the people 
of the United States, among whom he was first citizen. There 
is no subject of the Kina who does not feel the sympathy 
with the American people which His Majesty has so heartfully 
expressed. The ties which bind the two nations are deeper 
and more widespread, more complete and more thorough, than 
can exist between either country and any other. For America 
comprises a huge branch of English-speaking peoples. Its 


people are a great family, grown out of the loins of this 


country. But specially among Englishmen the Jewish com- 
munity in this country has a tender and respectful memory 
for President HarpInG. His sympathy with the Jewish cause, 
and his wholehearted support of the Jewish national effort in 
Palestine, was exemplified by him more than once. As lately as 
last Rosh Hashanah, President HARDING wrote a letter showing 
the kindliness of thought and the generosity of spirit which animated 
this really great and good man, who, in signing the resolution in 
favour of Zionism, passed by the Senate in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, did much more than a mere formal official act. For, by 
the Constitution of the United States, there is no obligation for 
the President to sign such resolutions unless he approves of them. 
President HARDING spent his life in the service of his people. Such 
men are not readily forgotten by their fellow-men, and his memory 
will long be cherished by all who appreciate righteous work such as 


that which so notably marks the late President's strivings for the 


_ good of his people and the benefit of mankind, 


Libelling Communities. 
A CASE of considerable interest is just -now before tha 


American courts. The late Editor of the Staats. Zeitung, an 
American paper published in the German language, has been 
found guilty of criminal libel for having printed libellous 
observations concerning Legion members. He described them 
as ‘vagabonds” “bought with British gold to suppress truth.” For 
thus maligning a section of the population (and not merely an 
individual), the judge who tried the accused held him liable to 
p fine of 500 dollars, or a year’s imprisonment, or both. 


An appeal against the conviction, and the Judge's decision, 


is now pending. But if they are upheld (as they are 
most likely to be), it is manifest that anti-Semites in 
‘the United States can be brought to book for the libels 


they are constantly uttering against Jews as a body and 


not singly. We have more than once called attention to 
the fact that in Canada and other British dominions, the law. allows 
a prosecution on the same lines as in the Chicago case, and we hava 
urged that a similar law should be put into force in England. Thera 
are those who believe that under the present law of libel, a prosecu- 
tion would stand for any slander directed against a section of the 
public and not only one against an individual; but the matter is 
by no means certain. It ought to be made so; and it ought to 


become the duty of the Crown, in the interests of public order, to — 


institute under it proceedings where they are called for. Only by 
some such means will a stop be put to the infamous campaign 


‘carried on by those, either degraded scoundrels or demented.

Is War Played Out? 
By MEeENrTor. 


since one of the worst disasters that in modern times 
have afflicted mankind fell. upon. the world. It is 
perhaps unfair to recall the ideals expressed in respect 
to the war, and to set these against the actual results of the dire 
conflict. In all things human aspiration and realisation are far 
different, and in regard to the war it is certain that many an 
aspiration decked out in moving eloquence was uttered merely for 
the sake of maintaining the fighting spirit once the war was entered 


into. But one promise that was. made, at least on behalf of this | 


country, and by the very highest in the land, was that the struggle 
into which Great Britain had been led was a war to end war. Nearly 
a decade has elapsed since that terrible enterprise was ‘entered 
into, since the forces which made for killing and maiming, for ruin 


‘and misery, forthe bubbling up in men’s souls and minds of every 


species of hatred aud animosity, were unleashed. It is not unfair 
to ask whether, in this one purpose of warring for the ending of 
war, the great war was successful. I therefore ask, is. war played 
out? Was ‘the last great internecine combat the final one to be 
undertaken by men? Is the god of war one of the monarchs whom 


the great war deposed? May we now look forward for a reign, if 


not of peace, at least of a state of affairs in which the wholesale 
murdering of man by man will find no place? — 


The New Arm. 


‘The bare suggestion that war is played out will, I expect, be 
received as an amusing suggestion. ‘Ten years after the mad holo- 
caust swept nation after nation into the battlefield under arms, sees 
not spears beaten into pruning. hooks, nor swords into plough- 
shares, but every nation grasping every pruning hook it can 
find and every ploughshare upon which it can lay its hands, so as 
to turn them into instruments of war. .For that economically is 
what, by a complex series: of happenings, really occurs when nations 
determine to pile up armaments. These armaments are secured by 
depriving the country. of its ploughshares and its pruning hooks. 
\ts industry, in whatever form industry takes, is robbed, so that its 


arsenals may be full to bursting. War played out!—the idea will be | 


voted preposterous, in face of the present state of Europe, like 
nothing so much as.a vast earthquake rumble, which seemingly may 
develop at any moment into the spreading of ruin and de vastation 
the extent of which cannot be caleulated. How absurd, it will be 
said, even to hint at war having played itself out when the spirit, of 
which these signs and signals of war are ‘the token, is abroad in 
every land. To-day, in. the tenth year after. the beginning of the 
war which was to end war, vast armies and navies are still being 
equipped andjmaintained, and more than one country has to-day a 


very much larger complement of all warlike preparations than it 
had in August, 1914, | 


_ And yet, and yet! Can we be quite sure that war is not played 
out? The last war was something ‘far more terrible than anyone 
had any conception of. So terrible were its effects, and so damn- 
‘able that itis at least doubtful whether, knowing now {what that 
War was like, there is a man on earth who is so mad, or so bad, that 
were he confronted with precisely the same circumstances as 
presented themselves about nine years ago (whatever the nation he 
belonged to, or the interests he desired to uphold or defend), would 
favour the declaration of war. But, since the. last war, warfare 
has been raade as much more terrible than it was in the last war, 
quite as much more as the last war was more: terrible than any war 


which had preceded it. The other day a Member of Parliament, Mr. | 


Arthur Ponsonby, one of the best informed of our legislators, wrote 


a description of what the first’ phase (it may be the one and 
only phase) of the next war will probably be _ like. 
He shows how there has; to come into the calculation now 
the cruellest and most dreadful element ever devised by the 
brain of a human being. Air warfare has changed the whole 
aspect of war and, as the writer truly says, there will be more 
difference between the next war and any other war than there was 


between war when gunpowder was first invented and war before | 


it when there was hand to hand fighting. Well, we in England, 
especially those living near the south coast of the country, saw 
Something of air warfare. The worst of it, however, consisted 
of mere raids. There was no sustained assault of which 
fur warfare now is capable. Let us see what, according to Mr. 
Ponsonby, is going to happen. A little while after the declaration

Driven under ground, if they can find such a refuge, the panic- 
stricken population will remain cowering in terror, lest on emerging 
they may succumb to poison gas, or again become the target for 

another shower of bombs. 

This is no fantastic picture. To carry out this work of universal 
annihilation is a perfectly easy task for modern aircraft . . . The 
civil population, including women and children, who were the last to 
be reached in former wars, will be the first, defenceless as they will 
be, to be sacrificed in the warfare of the future. 


l'rom this diabolical reign of death from the sky, there will be 
no escaping. Without distinction of age, or sex, or class, all will 
be victims—the King in his palace equally with the pauper in the 
workhouse. Strong men and women just as the halt and the lame, 
old people and little children. Vast areas, whole counties, and 
perhaps two or three counties at the same time, will be marked out 
as zones over which these squadrons of aeroplanes wil! carry death 
aud destruction to everything living, so that even the herbs of the 


field will perish, and not a blade of. grass but will be destroyed. | 


Armies and navies even if they could be mobilised would not be of 
much avail, for the aeroplane wouid rob them of anything worth 
defending. And there will be no means of resistance to the dreadful 


onslaught from the air, for no efficient means of resisting an aero-— 


plane attack has been discovered. If war were declared between,

war were between this country and Germany, we in England should 
be in no worse case in respect to aerial warfare than Germany 
would be. Thus it comes to this, that the next war means that 
those who declare war will have virtually declared wholesale suicide, 
for themselves and for all who may be affected by the declaration. 
Surely this reduces. war to something much worse than the crime it 
has ever:been, to a piece of sheer barbaric stupidity. Who is going 
to declare war in such circumstances? Who is going to bring upon 
himself, and those near and dear to him, such a devastating disaster 
as must ensue immediately upon the declaration of war? It is 
difficult to believe that there is any man so callous; 0 reckless, as to 
decree such an agonising fate for his fellow beings. 


But then, there are sometimes in high places, men who are not 
wicked but stupid; and folly is responsib!e for infinitely more evil in 
this world than vice. Ought the issues of war, and such issues as 
aerial warfare has made certain, to be left. to individuals, however 
highly placed? Ought it to be possible for a state of things to occur, 


warfare, such as has been described by Mr. Ponsonby, then it were 
worse than madness—it were badness of the blackes{ to leave the 
chance of war to individuals and for the people to relegate their 
right to say whether the disaster of war should come upon them. 
Men and women we know are for the most’ part careless. 
They build their dwelling places on the slopes of the volcano,

People are dazzled by the meretricious 
glories of war and they fly around it as the moth around the candle, 
courting destruction from the devouring flames. But [do not believe 
that, if men and women came fully to realise what an outburst of 
war would mean with aerial warfare as its first sequence, they 
would ever consent to go to war. For there are not only loved 
ones—men and women like themselves—upon whom the most 
agonising, torturing death imaginable would come almost as soon as 
war was declared, but there are little innocent children, prattling 
merrily about their knees! The cruelty, the idiocy, the meaning: 
lessness of such warfare—what could more palpably prove these 
than the description [I have retailed of what must supervene upon 
the declaration of war? Surely, if there is any sense left in 
human beings, war has, by its engulfing fury, played itself out. 

And so, despite all, there is hope that War is becoming obsolete, 
and the Jewish ideal of Peace on Earth is becoming a practical reali. 
sation, not by means of the prevalence among men of love and 
kindness as envisaged by the Hebrew prophets, but by a process 


- entirely antithetical. But then—man's way to his Promised Land 
was ever through the hard forbidding wilderness of agony, and pain 


and sorrow.

Mr. LEIB DAVIDSOHN (Warsaw). 
The death has occurred in Warsaw, in his seventieth year, of Mr,

He was a true 
friend of the Jewish people, and was also an ardent supporter of the 
Zionist Movement.

‘THE PREACHERS’ CONFERENCE. 


A Religious Revival Movement. 
From Mr. Fass. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


—Neither the recent Preachorg’ Conference with all its admirable 

points so deservedly reported in your esteemed journal, nor the sugges- 
tions arising therefrom, will, in my opinion, lead to any immediate active 
work, 


The long Friday evenings will soon be upon us. Picture houses and 


dancing halls, even those owned by our co-religionists, will be open and 
alluring our youth to desecrate the Sabbath, whereas synagogue halls 
will be under lock and key. Mere conferences, however interesting, have 
not created the Judaism of to-day, nor can they safeguard Judaism for 
the future. Talk is cheap, but inactivity is cheaper still. 

Permit me, Sir, to reiterate a suggestion that I put forward in these 
columns of December Ist, 1922, namely, the formation of a Religious 
Revival Movement, 

An active organisation could easily obtain the voluntary services of 
appealing preachers, Rabbis and Ministers, to address assemblies in 
differenttowns. With such a vast propaganda movement the coming winter 


- months would see much activity in the right direction. Jewish “social " 


institutes would be prompted to provide a satisfactory programme in 
Hebrew learning and of Jewish interest. Prominent Jewish golf, tennis, 
and general sports clubs would not dare to desecrate the Sabbath. Public 
opinion would make our communal leaders feel that their own respect for 
our religion is essential to the upkeep of the communal prestige. 

Myself a member of the younger generation who is interested in the 
religious welfare of Anglo-Jewish youth, [ have studied the question and 
discussed it with my colleagues in different towns, and I am convinced 
that the spark of true Jewishness is still alive in Anglo-Jewry. All that 
is needed is a strenuous effort to fan it into a glaring light of illuminating 
brilliancy. 

If after a few months of ardent active work as suggested we then 
call a conference, then the work already achieved could be surveyed and 
the future discussed. In the meantime! hope and trust that either some 
prominent personality or perhaps an existing organisation will volunteer 
to set this movement going. Itisanoble cause. Let us not delay.

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Jewish Optimism.’

‘Comfort ye, comfort ye my people, saith your God!’’ For three 
weeks Israel mourned his national downfall. At Jast, with the departure 
of IND MywN, the veil of mourning is iifted, the clouds are dispersed, 
and the sun of hope shines again, warming our hearts to fresh vitality, 
filling us with hopes for better days, holding out prospects for brighter 
times. A reassuring note is sounded. A voice of comfort and sympathy 
ig reaching us from days gone by, a calming, soothing voice, healng the 
wounded, consoling the bereaved and breathing new life into the hearts 
of the despondent. From one end to theother end of the Diaspora the 
cheerful message is read, solomnly and trustfully repeated. 

“Comfort ye, comfort ye my people!” 

This manner of rapid transition from one cast of mind to another, 
from darkest despair to brightest hope—the commingling, as it were, of 
tears aad joy, of sadness and mirth, is characteristically Jewish. Tho 
Sth of Ab, with its fasting and lamentations is closely followed by the 
exultation of a glorious future. In the midat of a deluge, a world-destroy- 
ing flood, the Hebrew genius beholds a variegated and hope-inspiring 
rainbow. In the darkest cloud the Jew sees a silver lining—the sombrest 
black has a white border for him. 

And it is indeed this trait in his character that sustained the Jew iu 
his herculean struggle for existence, that endowed him with super- 


~ boman strength to bear all his calamities and to tide over all waves of 


oppression. Itis this innate optimism of the Jew that helped him to 


bear resignedly all his sufferings almost without a murmur, Like a 


drowning man in a boisterous sea, he bent his head before the great 
waves that passed over him, while firmly clinging to a piece of timber, 
till he reached the shore in safety. "WN nas bs 

This characteristic is a marked feature not only of the life but also 
of the literature of the Jew.. The AMSIN, the glossary of all the written 
and unwritten sufferings that were predicted for Israel to go through in 
the course of his historical pilgrimage, that awe-inspiring 23rd Chapter of 
Leviticus, which is read with bated breath and 3ubdued “voice, this 
chapter is interposed with glorious promises. The indictment and pro- 
phecies of dire punishment for the people, with which the books of the 
Prophets abound, are invariably interlaced with words of comfort and 


with promises of glory in the future, Since the fall of Jerusalem and the. 


destruction of the Temple, mirth and laughter were not to be beard in 
Israel Noow the Jew was not allowed to 


rejoice without being continually reminded of bis precarious position. | 


His sadness, however, was not to be indefinite. With his tearfully 


dimmed eyes the Jew would perceive through the gloomiest clouds a ray 


of sunshine, a gleam of hope. : 


Itis such an innate optimism that could give birth to the almost - 


paradoxical legend that on the 9th of Ab, the anniversary of Israel’s 
disaster, the roy, the Redeemer is born. What could be the motive of 
such a legend but to drive home the important lesson that just when the 
suffering of the Jew reaches its climax, when the darkness round him 
becomes most intense, dawn begins to break and the sun comes 
out to shine again, even with renewed splendour; that when the 
Jew's position becomes most precarious, insufferable, a saviour is 


_ born, a redeemer arrives who delivers him from his suffering. The 


9th of Ab, the day which thas ,been marked as the ‘embodiment of 
Jewish sorrow, is still observed by loyal Jews as a day of deep mourning. 


Not only that day but the period of the three weeks preceding it is full of 


gloom to Jews, to whom their past history is yet of significance. Those 
mournful days bring back to our minds all the trials and tribulations that 
our people had to go through since that unfortunate day in which the 
glory has fallen from our head. But even then, amidst the deep sorrow, 
aiidst the elegies and lamentations, a joyful note is sounded ; even then 
@ ray of sunshine crosses the dark shadows that surround us, and with 


hearts uplifted, with hope and confidence unbounded, we conclude the 


bitter lamentations with the comforting words of the prophet: ‘Shake 
. » for the Lord 
hath comforted His people, He hath redeemed Jerusalem.” Amidst the 
Spectres of grief and suffering called to mind by the memories of the 
catastrophe enacted on the 9th of Ab, the trust in the help of God, 
the confidence in the final victory of truth and justice is never lost. 
is immediately followed by MDW when we receive the 
message “OY “Comfort ye, comfort ye my 
p ” af: 


Whence comes this optimism? What is it that had engendered in 


the breasts of our people such a spirit of hopefulness, and which in 
the process of many centuries became inherent in our nature, so that 


it had formed into a racial characteristic? It is the idea that we 


were constantly taught to behold in everything that befalls us— 
good or evil—the hand of God. From our ancestor Abraham down 
to the last of the Prophets this doctrine has been impressed upon 
us. In to-day’s Haphtorah, in the comforting words of the Prophet, 
is to be found the key to the remarkable optimism of the Jew. 
DION dy. Zion, that bringest good 
tidings, get thee up into the high mountains, O Jerusalem, that bringest 
good tidings, lift up thy voice with strength; lift up, be not afraid, say 
unto the Cities of Judah, Behold your God!”

CXCVIII.—Alexander and the Jews. 


My DEAR COUSIN, . 


A people as ancient as the Jows was bound to come into contact with 
the great conquerors of history. The Jews engaged Napoleon’s busy 
brain; they knew Cawsar; they watched and philosophised upon the 
meteoric and marvellous career of Alexander the Great, Alexander 
became a Jewish name, There is an old tradition that when the 
conqueror was in Jerusalem he demanded that his image should be set 
up in the Temple and worshipped. The Priests explained that this was 
impossible, but that they would provide Alexander a more lasting monu- 
ment: they would call by his name all the boys born into the priestly 
families during the whole of that year. 


Whatever may have been the reason for the adoption of Alexander 


BS a Dame among the Jews, it is almost certain that the story of the 
demandedimage haslittle probability. Onething the Macedonian conqueror - 


did understand, and that was not to hurt the religious susceptibilities of 
the peoples he conquered. Indeed, he was ready to give adoration to the 


‘gods of his victims. In Egypt he worshipped Apis, in Babylon he bowed 


down to Bel. On one occasion, as Josephus relates (on the authority 
of an older writer), he decided to rebuild the Temple of Bel that had fallen

idol? Though they were punished again and again, they were resolute in 
their determination. The matter reached the ears of Alexander, whoon 
learning the cause of the disobedience “forgave them and permitted them 
to live in quiet.” 3 = 


In Alexander the Jews first met the representative of Greek culture, 
The career and destiny of the conqueror were not without serious con- 
sequences for the Jewish people, and it is evident that the rumour of his 
doings left an impression on the Jewish consciousness. Alexander’s first 
It was 
probably in the year 332 before the common era, about 400 years before 
Titus destroyed the Temple, a period as long as that between the reigns 


of Henry VIII, and George V. Alexander had invaded Syria, and captured 
His next objective was Gaza, and having © 


Damascus, Sidon, and Tyre. 
taken that town, he hastened to Jerusalem, where he intended to settle 
accounts with the Jews, who had not given him the succour he had 


-demanded as he was besieging Tyre. 


The rest of the story is best told in the picturesque language of 
Josephus himself. 


The High Priest, in the first instance, called on the 
Jews to pray to God, asking Him to protect them and deliver them from 
the perils that wereimminent. In a dream the High Priest was advised 
to open the gates of the city, and to assemble the people: in white 
garments, while he himself and the priests should meet Alexander in the 
habits proper to their order : 


‘‘ And when he understood that he was not far from the city, he went outin — 


procession with the priests, and the multitudes of the citizens. The procession 
was venerable, and the manner of it different from that of other nations. .. . 

And when the Phosnicians and Chaldeans that followed him thought they 
should have liberty to plunder the city,and torment the High Priest to death, 
which the king’s displeasure fondly promised them, the very reverse happened ; 
for Alexander, when he saw the multitude at a distance, in white garments, 
while the priests stood clothed with fine linen, and the High’ Priest in purple 
and scarlet clothing, with his mitre on his head, having the golden plate 
whereonthe name of God was engraved, he approached by himself, and adored 
that name, and first saluted the High Priest. The Jews also did altogether 
with one voice salute Alexander, and encompass him about; whereupon the 
Kings of Syria and the rest were surprised at what Alexander had done, and 
supposed him disordered in his mind.’’ 


They expressed their surprise that the Great Alexander should — 


behave thus, and he explained his conduct by telling them: 


‘I saw this very person in a dream in this very habit when I wag at Diosin 
Macedonia, who, when I was considering with myself how I might obtain tha

_ Bhould be allowed to enjoy their own laws. Both requests were readily 


granted. 


Doubt has been cast on the historicity of the story as related by 
Josephus. It isa pity to discard it altogether; it is one of those bits of 
colour that brighten the pages of history. But that Alexandor came into 
contact with the Jews is certain, and equally certain that the Jews wors 
interested in his career. 


In Rabbinic writings Alexander is heid up as the type of the dis. 
satisfied man, never resting, ever pushing on to new enterprises, not 
knowing where to stop, not knowing contentment. So audacious was hoe 
that he actually reached the Gates of Paradise, demanding admittance. 
But admittance was refused, with the words: “ This is the gate of tha 
Lord, the righteous enter into it.” “But IlamatKing!” Alexander cried 
in disappointment. it wasin vain. Thereupon he pleaded for a gift; he 
was given a skull which when weighed in the balance was exceedingly 
heavy. He asked his wise men for light on this marvel. 
that the skull was emblematic of the human eye, which was insatiable 
“Scatter dust on the 
skull,” the wise men counselled, “and it will become light as air.” The 
experiment was tried, and the result conveyed a very useful lesson. 

Another saga relates of Alexander’s exploits against the Amazons. 
He was about to invade their country, where only women dwelt, and 
“Great King!” they 


defeated, it will be said, ‘Women triumphed over Alexander.’ And if 
victory is yours, it will be minimised, for people will say, ‘ Alexander can 
conquer only women,’” The words moved him, and he departed thence, 
first placing this inscription on the walls of the city: “I, Alexander the 
Macedonian, was a fool until I reached this country, and learned wisdom 


Ina third story, Alexander learns wisdom from the Carthaginans. 


‘While he was in Carthage, he heard a case decided by the judge in a 
- manner that surprised him. 


One man had bought a fleld from another, 
and shortly after, as he was ploughing up the soil, found a treasure. His 
sense of fairness urged him to give the treasure to the former owner of the 


field, arguing as he did that he had but purchased the soil. The former 


owner steadfastly refused to receive the treasure, for his sense of fairness 


- made him say that as the field was his no longer, he had noclaim to what 


the fleld contained. The judge listened to both parties, and suggested a 
“You (turning to the one) have a son; and you (turning 
to the others) have a daughter. Marry the two, and let the treasure be 
Alexander was. astonished at this decision. “In our 
country,” he informed the Carthaginans, “ the state would have condemned 
both men to death, and would have seized the treasure for itself! " 
“What! so cruel ?” exclaimed the judge. “Tell us, does the sun shine 
in your country?” they asked. ‘Indeed, it does,” was Alexander's 
reply. “There are then dumb beasts as well as men in your country?” 
they asked again. “We have both,’’ came from Alexander. “ Verily, 
then,” the Carthaginans closed the argument, “in your country the sun 


‘must shine for the sake of the beasts, since the men are not worthy that 


it should shine for them.” 


On another occasion Alexander questioned the Wise Men of the South, | 


asking them among other things, ‘“ Who is wise, and who strong, and who 
rich?” They said: “He who has insight is wise, he who is completely 


master of himself is strong, and he who is content with what he has is 


rich.” A second time he. asked them: “ What should a man do to live?” 
They said: “He should die.” “Aud what should a man doto die?” They 
said: “ Let him ‘live,’” : | |

According to the latest report of the Ica, the Association supports 
two bondred and thirty-five Jewish credit sccieties in Poland, 
with a membership of ninety thousand. Three wmilliard marks 
have been placed at the disposal of these institutions. In the 
provinces of Grodno and Vilna the Ica also advanced loans 
to Jewish agricultural labourers to acquire land. In the districts of 
Novogrudock and Wilpa it assisted in the erection and repairs of nine 
hundred houses.

Sir,—My attention has been called to a letterfrom Mr. Arnold Levy, 
in the March 2nd issue of the Jewish Chronicle, referring to a sermon. 
which I delivered on January 21st at Temple Emanu-el in New York City, :

Inattempting to meet my arguments, Mr. Levy places great emphasis 
on the fact that lam “a very young man, who has not yet made a great 
saccess.” While, of course, it is not important whether 1 am young or 
successful, or both, I feel that your readers shouid know that I am not the 
Rabbi of a Congregation in Paterson, N.J., where Mr, Levy alleges 
that I “bardly ever managed to get a minyan of males to my 
services.” Since Mr. Levy left America, I wasassociated with Dr. Samuel — 
Schulman in the pulpit of Temple Beth-El of New York City, which is one 
of the foremost congregationsin the world. I am now the Rabbi of Con- | 
gregation Beth Emeth of Albany, N.Y., a congregation of great influence 
and reputation in the United States, from whose pulpit Dr, Isaac M. Wise, 
the founder cf the Hebrew Union College of America, of the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis, and of the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations, first preached his sermons in America seventy-five years 
ago. 

: Moreover, the fact thatI was invited to preach the pre-Convention 
sermon on January 21st at Temple Emanu-el of New York City, possibly | 
the greatest Jewish congregation in the world, indicates that Mr. Levy’s 
opinion of me as Spiritually unsuccessful is not shared by a number of 
very prominent citizens of the Jewish faith in the United States. , 

In my sermon at Temple Emanu-el I challenged the Christian 3 
Church to inaugurate a great twentieth-century crusade against anti- | 
Semitism by modifying the New Testament story of the crucifixion so far 
as it describes the Jews as responsible for the death of Jesus... 

My challenge was taken up by a leading Episcopalian minister in New 
York City, Dr. Percy Stickney Grant, in his sermon at the Church of the 
Ascension on Sunday, April15. Dr. Grant said, in part: a 

All Rabbi Ranson asks is that certain historical attributes, such as who 
were responsible for the crucifixion, be dropped from the Bible. _ 

There is certainly no written record of the event until years after it 
occurred . . . Thereissuch uncertainty about it that I think that wé can say, 
theologically, that it will be passed over. . If any organised attempt is 
made, there is no reason why the elimination of this responsibility could not be 
brought about.” | 

Dr. Grantis, of course, ahead of even the vanguard of the Episcopal 
Church in America; none the less, I believe it very heartening that he 
should speak of the possibility of such action taking place.

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-Menasseh ben Israel's Marriage Banns. 


By Tae Rev. 8. LEVY, M.A. 


Wednesday next, August 15th, is the three-hundredth anniversary of . 
the issue of the civil banns for the celebration of two marriages in 


Amsterdam, of great interest to students of Anglo-Jewish History. On 
August 15th, 1623, civil permission to marry was granted to Jonas 
Bravenel and Hester Sohiere, the sister of Menasseh ben Israel ; and on 
the same day similar banns were issued to Menasseh ben Israel, for his 


marriage with Rachel Bravenel, the sister of Jonas Bravenel, 


Persons not belonging to the Dutch Reformed Church, viz. Jews, 
Catholics and Dissenters, desirous of contracting marriage, were bound to 
appear before the magistrate in his capacity as Commissary for 
Matrimonial Affairs. The names of the partics to the intended marriage 
were entered in the “Puy boeken,” “puy” meaning ‘‘front.” This 
procedure was necessary in order to ensure the elvil legality of the 
marriage. 

Before the erection of the Stadhuls : on the Dam in 1653, the Com- 


missaries held their seein one of the benches of the New Church. As 
this bench was painted red, the procedure of applying for marriage 


- panns came to be popularly known as “ passing before the red bar.” 


The banns of Jonas Bravenel and Hester Sohiere, and Menasseh ben 
Israel and Rachel Bravenel, are preserved in the “Stadhuys-boeck van 


‘10 April, 1621—31 Augustus, 1624,” kept in “Oud-archief der gemeente 


Amsterdam.” 
The entry for the marriage of Jonas Bravenel and Hester Sohiere 


| comes first, and is dated August 15, 1623. The entry for the marriage of 


Menasseh ben Israel immediately follows, and is undated. The date 
only occurs in the register for the first act of the day, and is not repeated 
for any other entries under the same date. The entry following that of 


-Menasseh ben Israel and Rachel Bravenel is dated August 17,1623. It 


is, therefore, quite safe to assume that the date of the banns of Menasseh 
ben Israel and Rachel Bravenei is the same as that of the entry of the 
banns of Jonas Bravenel and Hester Hester Sohiere, viz., August 15, 1625. 


Mr. J. M. Hillesum, of Amsterdam, in an essay entitled, “ Waar 
werd Menasseh ben Israel geboren?” has effectively disposed of the 
theory that the item in the document, “ Menasseh ben Israel of Rochelle,” 
implies that Menasseh ben Israel was born at Rochelle. This detail 
simply means that Menasseh ben Israel was then living at Rochelle, 
Rochelle being his latest domicile for purposes of civil registration of 


marriage. Mr. Hillesum also conclusively proves the accuracy of the 


old tradition that Menasseh ben Israel was born at Lisbon. In the civil 
banns of Jonas Bravenel and Hester Sohiere, the sister of Menasseh ben 
Israel, Hester is definitely described as “ van Lisbonne.” 


A transcription of the original document in Dutch containing the 
marriage banns of Menasseh ben Israeli and Rachel Bravenel, is appended 
herewith, together with an English translation. 


To the best of my knowledge, the accompanying photograph of the — 


original document in Datch has not hitherto been published anywhere, 


and now appears for the first time.

tances whereby a Christian marriage would be prevented, banns were 
granted to them.

S1r,—As the Chairman of the North-West London branch ofthe 


Young Israel Society, may I add a few remarks to the letter of the 
chairman of the East London branch, which appeared in your issue of

Mr. Newman rightly says that his beaneh is without premises, but 
he omits to add the serious fact that the North London and the East 
London Junior branches are in the same position, or were when last I 
heard about a week ago. We in North-West London are fortunate in 


- having the goodwill of the wardens of the Brondesbury Synagogue, who 


have been good enough to place their classrooms at our disposal for our 
meetings. It would not be right if I did not take this opportunity of 
placing upon record our deep appreciation of this very material help and 


interest shownin us. Will not the wardens of some of the other syna- 
gogues show their goodwill towards a movement which has the Chief 


Rabbi as its Honorary President, by placing their classrooms at the 
disposal of the local Young Israel Society? Surely this is a movement 
which should be encouraged to grow. | 

I am not in agreement with Mr. Newnan when he appeals for 
financial assistance for the movement. I am sure that if the North 
London and East London branches had not the millstone of the expense 


of accommodation hanging round their necks, they would prosper both 


financially and otherwise. One of the aims of our movement is 
philanthropy —does Mr. Newman suggest that we should shelve this aim 
and appea!i to the community for philanthropy ourselves? If we have to 
do this we shall be starting off very badly indeed, and shall be a drag 
instead of a help to the community. The opinionin my branch is very 


strong that if the movement were assisted with accommodation, the 


branches which have no balance in hand at present would be able to 
prosper and take their proper placein the communal life of Judaism,

SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially written for the ‘' Jewish Chronicle." 


“There is a time to weep, and atime to laugh.""—Ecclesiastes iti, 4 

Human life is made up of summers and winters—it may be, in most 
cases, of a larger proportion of winters than summers. But seldom, 
indeed, is any life lived without some days of bright sunshine and joyous 
hope, Each season ought, in the very nature of things, to meet with a 
fitting response in the experiences of the soul. When the darkness is 
round about our path, circumstances all adverse, omens all inauspicious, 
prospects cloudy and threatening, when sorrow saddens the heart, or 


death impoverishes the life, then is “a time to weep.” Our tears may be 


very profitiess, but we cannot help shedding them; and even those who 
treat them as a piece of idie sentiment would deem us hard and 
untrue to nature if we restrained them. But when the cloud is lifted 
and the brightness of the sunshine once more floods our lives, then is 
“the time to laugh.” Or to put the same ideain another form: There 
are hours of work—most of our hours should be of this character—and 
with work comes anxiety, care, possible disappointment, and as the 
result, hours of depression and sorrow. But there must, even for the 
sake of the work itself, bo hours in which mind and body seek relief, 
when the man is able to free himself from the excessive pressure of life's 
burden, and in recreation repair tired energies and gather strength for 
future effort. Both of these reasons are of God. As He has ordained 
summer and winter for the earth, so has He ordained that human lifo 
should have these alternating experiences; and in both we are to 
remember that we are His, and even in our lighter hours are not oxempt 
At the present time there is a strong and growing tendency towards 


The stern necessity 
of circumstance, we are told, imposes on the great majority of men 


exhausting toil, which occupies a large portion of their time and gives to 


their entire existence a dull and sombre character. Toa certain section 
of these brain- workers and hand-workers there may come the relief given 
by success and the pleasure which success may bring in its train. But 
there are multitudes who are doomed to a monotonous experience of toil 
that receives but scant remuneration and can hardly allow of any 
diversion. In all such cases the nature is dwarfed, the character injured, 
the life marred, from the absence of a brighter clement that would do 
something towards relieving the mind of the constant strain of anxious 
thought, or the body of the weariness of burdensome labour. It is 
impossible to deny that there is truth in this view. Without going to the 
extreme of those who seem to fancy that the salvation of the degraded 
classes may be accomplished by means of palaces of delight, we may yet 
feel that it will be an immense gain if something is done to give them 
glimpses of other scenes than those with which they are familiar. 

_ There are people who are disposed to regard recreation, even of the 
most harmless character, as a waste of time, which, if not positively 
sinful, is, at all events, a sign of spiritual weakness. In this respect they 
have their counterpart among men of business who think that the one 
duty of man is to be busy, and that every hour subtracted from occuprs 


- tion is a sad concession to au infirmity against which men should struggle. 


They laugh to scorn the idea that man needs relaxation or change of 
interest. Their own lives have been given to toil and in it they have 
prospered. They have little patience with those who have other tastes 
and inclinations. To make money is with such men the chief aim of life. 
The teaching that “ man does not live by bread alone” they ignore. We 
all know men of this type, who have been only too faithful to this ideal. 
Judging from the appearance of many of our synagogues on an ordinary 


Sabbath, there must be many of them. They think only of becoming © 


rich, and may have been wonderfully successful in their pursuit 
of riches, Perfectly honourable and scrupulous in business, they 
| and this one end alone, steadily in view. 
They rise early and sit up late, and eat the bread of careful- 
nesa, 
happy they ought to be thrice blessed. But alas! in getting money they 
have lost everything else besides, even the capacity for enjoying it. It 
is not merely that they have ceased to care for heavenly things, but they 
have lost’the appetite for all earthly thingsexceptone. There is nothing 
to admire in a character like this. 
world, who despises fancy and thinks meanly of science and culture 
except in so far as they can minister to success in the one object of his 
ambition, the one work of his life; who regards times of recreation and 
seasons of religious reflection as nothing better than a deliberate waste of 
valuable opportunities; to whom work is a religion because money is his 
god! We are not born to live in perpetual strain either of feeling or 
action. The mere attempt to do this dwarfs our spiritual life. The 
hours of ease and lightness are no more lost than are those hours of sleep 
which are necessary in order to recruit the wasted forces of 
the physical frame.

THE JEWISH AGENCY QUESTION. 


BEFORE THE CONGRESS.

CARLSBAD, Auguat 3.

On Tuesday morning reports will 
be presented (by way of introduction to the general debate) by Mr. 
Ussishkin on “The Activity in Palestine,” by Mr. Lichtheim on “The 
Zionist Movement and Organisation,” by Dr. Halpern on “The Activity 
of our Financial Institutions,” and by Dr. Feiwel on “The Keren Hayesod.” 
The general debate will be opened in the afternoon and will be continued 
on Wednesday morning. In the afternoon of that day the following 
committees are to be elected: (a) World Congress and Jewish Agency ; 
(b) Political; (c) Palestine; (d) Budget; (e) Organisation; (t) Keren 
Hayesod; (g) National Fund. It is proposed that the Permanent Com- 

Mittee (Permanenzausschuss, shall act as Committee (a), but there is 
likely to be some opposition to this course. Ample time is allotted to the 


Committees for the preparation of their reports, but attention will be

HARDING MEMORIAL MEETING. 
CARLSBAD, August 6. 


A memorial meeting to the late President Harding was held here 
yesterday. Judge STRASSBURGER presided. The portrait of President 
Harding, framed in oak leaves, was prominently displayed. 

Rabbi REICH referred to the gigantic relief activity which had been 
organised by the United States, under President Harding's administration, 
The Rabbi concluded with a prayer to God 
to be gracious to the soul of President Harding who had sought to bring 
about world peace. 7 

Mr. MARKOWITZ spoke of the liberty and prosperity enjoyed by all 
American citizens without any distinction of race. The whole world, he 
said, mourned the loss of the American nation. ; 

Mr. HARRY FISCHEL said that they had lost not only a President but 
a friend of humanity and of the whole world. President Harding had 
more than once personally ordered that immigrants who were refused 


- admission to the United States, because the quota figures were exhausted, 


should be allowed to land. He had taken immense interest in the 
welfare of the immigrants. On one occasion he had allowed himself to 
be photographed together with members of the Hebrew Sheltering and 
Immigrant Aid Society. He proposed that a telegram of condolence 
should be addressed by the meeting to Mr. Secretary Hughes, and through 
him to the whole American nation and to Mr, Harding's family. : 

Mr. Z. B. KAmaAtcy, of the American-Lithuanian Chamber of 


Commerce, related that a few weeks ago, just before he had set out on 


his visit to Lithuania, he had met President Harding, who had spoken to 
him of his hope that the new States of Kurope would learn the lesson of 
liberty from the United States. In the same way, when Professor 
Masaryk, the President of Czecho-Slovakia, was on his visit to America, 
President Hardiag had spoken with him of his hope that Czecho-Slovakia 
would always pursue the paths of humanity and of right, and would 
accord full protection to her minority nationalities. 7 

Other speakers were Dr. Kaufman, President of the American 
medical men in Vienna; Mr. Joseph Birmingham, a non-Jew; Mr. Spira 


and Miss Engelman, on behalf of the American women. 


On the proposal of Mr. Spira, a telegram of condolence has been sent 
to Marion, President Harding's native town. 


PRELIMINARY CONFERENCES. 


- Oonferences are being held of the delegates of the individual countries 
with the chief purpose of bridging the differences between the adherents 
and the opponents of the American proposals. Mr, A. Goldberg, the 
special emissary of the American Zionist Organisation for the purpose of 
bringing about unity in regard to the proposals, Dr. Alexander Goldstein, 
and Dr. A. Hantke are making efforts to bring about a compromise in 
regard to the proposals on which all Zionists will be able to unite. 

The private conferences continued all during Saturday. Dr. M. 
Soloveitchik, official reporter to the Congress on the Jewish Agency, 
declared that the extension of the Jewish Agency is absolutely essential, 


_ but it is necessary to enforce the widest possible democratic guarantees. 


Mr. Louis Lipsky, Chairman of the National Executive Committee of the 
American Zionist Organistion, Mr. A. Goldberg, member of the Adminis- 
trative Council of the American Zionist Organisation, and Mr. Emanuel 
Neumann, Secretary of the American Keren Hayesod, have put forward 
the American view. They insist that it is necessary to bring non-Zionists 
intothe Jewish Agency, but at the same time to preserve the integrity of 
the Zionist Organisation. Dr. Gottlieb of Warsaw, and Mr. Blumenfeld, 
of the Achduth'Haavodah take the same view. Deputy Gruenbaum con- 
tends that extension of the Jewish Agency means the liquidation of the 
Zionist Organisation without any security of a financial equivalent. 

Dr. B. Feiwel, Managing Director of the Keren Hayesod and repre« 
sentative of the Financial and Economic Council on the Zionist Executive, 
stated that the Zionist Executive has been negotiating with representa- 
tives of Anglo-Jewry on the following basis—that the Zionist Executive 


should establish the Jewish Agency, half the membership to be elected 
_ by the Zionist Congress and the other half to be representatives of non- 


Zionist Organisations, the Zionist half of the membership of the Executive 


Council of the Jewish Agency to be at the same time the Zionist. 


Executive. 3 

The Conference of the Mizrachi held here has decided, after a heated 
debate, by 22 votes against 18, in favour of the Jewish World Congress, 
The Mizrachi representatives for the Zionist Executive will, therefore, 
be adherents of the Congress idea. oe 

The delegates of the Zionist Socialist Confederation Hitachduth (Hapoet 
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Hazair and Zeire Zion) have held a two days’ conference. The majority | 


have decided against the American proposals, demanding the purification 
and the strengthening of Zionism instead of an artificial extension by the 
co-option of people who are not Zionists. The Hitachduth has decided to 
submit to the Congress a credit scheme efficient from the ordinary banking 
point of view, to be floated on the international financial market for the 
purpose of carrying out productive work in Palestine, besides the activity 
of the Keren Hayesod in this direction. The Austrian delegation, as well 
as the delegates from Berlin, have brought a similar credit scheme with 
them. The scheme is based in the first place on Jewish private 
guarantees, and secondly, on the extension of the Jewish Agency to 
include all credit subscribers. 

An opposition group has been formally constituted here, consisting 
of forty-two general Zionists. Deputy Griinbaum, Mr. Vladimir Temkin, 
and Dr Mossensohn have been elected as the Executive of the group. 
Mr. Nehemiah de Lieme, the Secretary of the Hague opposition group, 
and the delegates associated with him, although strongly opposed to Dr. 
Weizmann’s policy, are equally opposed to the Griinbaum group, on the 
ground that it has no programme on economic questions. 


OPENING SESSION. 


CARLSBAD, August 7. 
The opening session of the Congress bore a solemn character, but it 
was devoid of the demonstrations witnessed at Congresses in the past. 
It was evident that a spirit of heavy responsibility rested on the leaders, 


and the majority of the delegates were not ‘disposed to give ovations to 


the speakers. 

There is much speculation concerning Mr. Ussishkin’s plans. The 
relations between him and Dr. Weizmann are cool, although they sit 
together on the platform. 


Dr. Weizmann’s Adaress. 


The Congress was formally opened at half-past eight on Monday 
evening. The opening addréss was delivered by Dr. CHAIM WEIZMANN. 

It is for me a great honour to open this—the thirteenth—meeting of 
our Parliament which, twenty-six years ago, was created by the will of. 


our people. I cam welcome you, the accredited representatives of 


Zionism from all parts of the world, in no better way than with our terse 
and simple greeting, Shalom! which is a word of hail, and at the same 


time a symbol for the most beautiful union of man -to man, for a 
coming together under the banner of peace and brotherhood. In 


this spirit let us tender the hand to one another, in this determina- 
tion, united with one another. and at the same time with the 


moillions of our people for whose destiny we bear the self-assumed 


rssponsibility, let us carry out the serious and heavy task that lies 
before us. And in this. sentiment let us, after our resolutions 
have shown us the way to work, part from one another, though 
remaining united in a communion of ideals and activity, dis- 
regarding the boundaries of lands and seas. Since our Congress last 
met the Mandate ofthe League of Nations to Great Britain, which has the 
erection of the Jewish National Homein /:retz Yisrael as its prime content, 
has become an historic fact. The conferment of the Mandate took place 
immediately before the last Zionist Jahreskonferenz, which showed full 
appreciation of the event, and in a series of resolutions set forth our 
fundamental political standpoint. It is right and proper that in a matter 


of such fateful significance for the fature of our people we should speak — 


with complete frankness. Perhaps contrary to our expectation, certainly 
against our wishes, it has transpired that the conferment of the Mandate, 


- although it legally laid the political foundations, has yet not removed all 


political difficulties. You all know that an. opposition: against the 
spirit and letter of the Mandate manifested itself from the start 


‘in the land and even led to severe excesses. These worst mani- 


festations have happily not been repeated, but the political opposition 


of the extremists has thereby not become less violent. Last 


year the Government of the Balfour Declaration resigned. The 
Government took upand confirmed the policy of its predecessor without 
hesitation. But this act of the Government did not have the effect that 
might have been expected, viz., the creation in Palestine of the feeling 
of a permanent settlement of the conditions—chietly because the British 
Government accompanied the announcement of the confirmation of the 


policy of its predecessor with the remark that it would “proceed to an. 


unprejudiced examination of the whole situation in Palestine.” A‘declara- 
tion of the British Colonial Secretary, the Duke of Devonshire, shortly 
afterwards, was free from any qualification of this sort. It was expressly 
stated the British Government would fulfil the obligations into which 
it had entered towards the Jewish people. In this connection it is of 
interest that at a public function held a few days ago in London, Sir 
Herbert Samuel expressly declared that the British Government are fully 
alive to the fundamental importance of continuity of policy in Palestine. 


THE ATTITUDE OF THE NEW BRITISH GOVERNMENT 


- fe bas not failed to have its effect on the situation in Palestine. It has — 
, furthered the positive attitude of those sections of the Arab population. 


who are disposed to accept the Mandate as a fait accompli, and 
there is ground for hoping that this line of development will 


continue as political conditions become stabilised. On the other hand, it. 


must .be confessed that the very fact of the re-confirmation of the 
Mandate policy by a new Government has unleashed the passions of the 
extreme elements in enhanced measure, a fact which was unavoidable 
and with which we have politically to reckon. So far as British public 
Opinion in Press and Parliament has been influenced by this anti- Mandate 
agitation, it has been our continuous endeavour to spread information and 
to stand up energetically for our rights. We may here gratefully record 
the support which we encountered froma number of statesmen and other 
public men. The peasant population, the Fellahcen, has in general 
been amicabiy disposed towards us as it had always been, and excellent 
relations subsist between the Jewish colonies and the neighbouring Arab 


villages. This applies equally to the new settlements in Emek 
Israel as to the older colonies. As a symptom of these amicable 
neighbourly relations, it may be recalled that a short while ago 
peace was solemnly concluded between Petach-Tikvah and the neigh. 
bouring Arabs with whom relations had been broken off since the 
unhappy conflict of two years ago. The ceremony was held in 
Petach-Tikvah itself, ‘according to ancient Palestinian usage, and wag 
accompanied with the payment of reparations to Petach-Tikvah as a 
sign that the fault was not on the side of the Jews. It is unnecessary to 
say that the political situation re-acts on all branches of our activity in 
Palestine, and not least on the immigration which is the foundation of 
our entire work, and the pre-requisite of our success in all other spheres 
of activity. The Mandatory Government is pledged to give us every 
assistance in the: matter of immigration, and Jewry expects that the 
Government will loyally fulfil this obligation, as, indeed, all others. At 
the same time we are fully conscious of our own obligation to develop 
Palestine’s economic power of absorption in such a measure as to render 
possible the reception of immigrants in ever growipg numbers, 


| THE ECONOMIC FACTOR | 
forms the natural determinant of the possibility of immigration. It is 
conditioned by unalterable laws without regard to what may be said thereon 
in the White Paper or in other documents. We have, therefore, to exert 
ourselves to establish an economic system which, sound and promising, 


may continuously develop the economic absorptive capacity of the 
country. To this task we mustdivert all the means at our disposal. In 
spite of an almost general economic crisis during last year, we have yet 


- been in the position during the last two years to maintain the immigra- 


tion at the constant level of about one thousand a month. That this was 
possible is due in no small measure to the self-sacrificing devotion of our 
workers in Palestine. It may be hoped that the efforts now to be put 
forth in order to stimulate industrial and agricultural activities in Pales- 
tine will make it possible for usto pave the way for an increased immi- 
gration, and at the same time sensibly to diminish the normal unemploy- 
ment which has hitherto existed. What may be said of industrial develop- 
ment applies equally tocolonisation. The report on the agricultural coloni- 
sation which is in your hands shows what brilliant results have been 
attained in our new settlements in Emek Israel, where the work which 
was begun barely two years ago in most difficult circumstances has now 
so far advanced as to the stage of the reaping of an excellent harvest. 
What has been accomplished here we have to multiply in the future. 
While working at our economic upbuilding, we have not forgotten that 


economics is only the foundation on which the new culture of our people. 


in Eretz Yisrael is to be erected. To many it appears inappropriate thai,

THINKING OF A UNIVERSITY. 
They ignore the enormous spiritual, moral, and even political significan 
which the existence of a Jewish centre of highest scientific studies 
possesses for usiand for world-Jewry. It was an event of symbolic 
significance that the greatest scientist of our people, Professor Albert 


Einstein, delivered in Jerusalem two lectures on the theory of relativity — 
im the name of the future Jewish University. This event opens up wide 


vistas for the possibility of a scientific development, which will one day 
radiate from the heart of Palestine into the world. A short time ago, 
under the direction of Professor Fedor, preparations were set on foot for 
the opening of the Micro-Biological Institute, while the efforts of 
American Jewish doctors towards the opening of a Medical Research 
Institute have made progress. Just as our economic progress stands 


in close relations with our political situation, so on the other hand — 


our political success—-it would be fatal to forget it even for a moment—is. 
determined and conditioned not only by the energy which we apply in the 
direct form of political and diplomatic action; at least as much weighs 


the argument of facts, the measure, the quality and the tempo of our con- | 


structive work in Palestine. So in carrying out our destined work of the 
re-cunstruction of our Eretz Yisrael we at the same time work best for 
the strengthening of our legal political title. Every new colony, 
every cultural, every social creation, achieved in peaceful devotion, in 
undeviating belief in the justice of our cause, aye, every single immigrant 
who wields the pick, the spade, or the ploughshare, is for us an advocate 
a hundred times more eloquent than the written word, before the 
Mandatory Power, before the League of Nations, before our Arab 
neighbours, a witness to our will to strengthen every right con- 
ferred by the Mandate with the pledge of our honest achievement, 
a proof of our productive power, of our ability to cause the land 
to bloom afresh for the benefit of all its inhabitants, an answer to the 
trust of our well-wishers as to the distrust and the calumnies of our ill- 
wishers. Therefore nothing is so dangerous for‘us as a halting of our 
economic work, nothing so potent both within and without as a steady 
systematic furtherance of our peaceful settlement in the land. And that 
is why money means so much for us.’ Not because we want to be a 
colonising society have we concentrated so much work round the Kereiz 
Hayesod, have we devoted s0 much attention to our financial equipment. 
Money signifies for us not the ordinary means of acquiring goods, it is a 
noble redemption offering, given for homeland and future, a token of the 


capacity of our people for extreme sacrifice, and at the same time the 


measure of its creative power. Never did we realise this so clearly as 
during last year. Much too little in proportion to the need, but neverthe- 
less much of value has been created in the last twelve months. New 
settlements have been developed, hundreds of houses built in the towns, 
and the work of cultural and social welfare farther fostered. Bub 
it took place under extraordinary difficulties and for a long time amid 
the anxieties of a severe crisis. That was happily surmounted, thanks 
display of energy on the part of our American colleagues, 

anks to 


THE SELF-SACRIFICE OF THE AMERICAN JEWS, 


thanks also to a renewed effort for the Keren Hayesod in all countries. 
- Serious though that crisis was, I think it was wholesome—it taught us 


once and for all where the weak spotsin our work lie and also where new 
sources of strength wait to be tapped. It was always the fundamental 
idea of Zionism that it represented the entire Jewish people that felt itself 
alive and bad the will to live. When we demanded the Jewish National 
Home we regarded ourselves not merely as the representatives of the 
Zionist Organisation, we looked upon ourselves as the advocates of the 
Jewish nation, indeed we acted as their attorneys. That is why the 
Mandate, which designates the Zionist Organisation as the Jewish 
Agency, provided that all Jews who are ready to co-operate 
in the upbuilding of Palestine shail be drawn in to collaborate. 
Of course it has always been our endeavour to enlarge our circle 
more and more, and the “ Zionisation” of the Jews of the Galuth 
remains our essential programme. But if we would obey the urgent 
need of the hour, that demands the fructification of all available 
Jewish energies, their material and spiritual forces during the nuxt few 
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rs—and time presses!—if we would bring about this eminent! 

Josirable consummation, then the logic of our life, the law of the 
distribution of labour, and the economic princip!e of the greatest force 
applied at the most vital point, demand with clear insistence a new dis- 

sition of our constructive apparatus, anew method whereby we Zionists 
may not only represent the other Jews but really mobilise them, It 
seems to me that to this end the last few years have operated favour- 
ably in spite of the unexpected difficulties which the period of unrest, 
of crisis throughout the world, has brought with it for us as for others. 


Many see and testify that outside the Zionist ranks a new Palestine 


movement is growing throughout Jewry. And itis certain that in wide 
strata of Jewry which were formerly indifferent, sometimes even hostile, 
a latent Palestine sentiment exists which is only waiting to be aroused 
from without and made fruitful. We were able to detect it first in 
connection with the work for the Keren Hayesod. I say expressly— 
Palestine sentiment. It might perhaps here and there be converted into 
pure Zionism—if we had time. But mostly that is impossible where we 
have to do with people who, heirs of an historic development, are no 
longer capable of conversion. It would mean committing political and 
sociological blunders; it would mean for us, the leaders of the Jewish 
people, that we were unable to read the signs of the times; it would 
mean being guilty of sectionalism, if we did not do everything, attempt 
everything, to convert this hope—for the moment it is nothing more— 
into reality, into productivity. That is the meaning of 


DRAWING IN THE NON-ZIONISTS. 


It is a matter of profound seriousness and heavy responsibility. That 
it certainly is. But just on that account it must be looked at, tested and 
tackled with a wide perspective, carefully and without prejudice. I 
know all the fears. None more than I appreciates and respects the 
legitimate misgivings of those who tremble for our precious estate, the 
Zionist Organisation, created with unspeakable pangs, preserved in hard 
and fearful days by the love and devotion of hundreds of thousands of souls; 
I understand those who nervously hesitate over the alliance of our 
Organisation with wide circles that have not our tradition, and among 
whom there begins weakly and vaguely to stir what has become the very 
content of our lives. But I say that not for that have we fought for a 
generation for our immovable goal, to give up even the smallest fraction of 
it. Let us, however, guard against being prevented by party blindness 
from seeing the kernel of the problem and talking with catch- words about 
“notable” politics; let us guard against lacking the courage 
to give an answer to the cry ofthe hour. Not out of weakness and 
lack of courage do we desire the help of others. We summon 
the others to rally round us just because we are strong enorgh, 
strong in the sense of our responsibility and in our faith, but not so 
arrogant and short-sighted as not to perceive and to know that to our 
strength sufficient new forces can never be added. If we sounded the 
summons out of weakness they would not hear us, as they did not hear 
us so long as they regarded us and our cause as weak. That they have 
begun in growing numbers to hear our call is for usa first irrefutable proof 
that we count, and that our work, that above all the great real achieve: 
ment of the Chaluzim, have aroused confidence and faith. We hesitated 
for years to convert to reality the parole for the drawing-in of non- 
Zionists which had been given by Congresses and Conferences, just because 
we did not deem our position ripa enough. Now I believe it is ripe 
enough for this task; we are competent to engage ourselves. It would 


be foolish to regard in the adhesion of no matter how many non-Zionist | 


circles the one salvation. Even if it succeeds, our task will still 
remain difficult enough. But many a great relief and important impulse 
may result from this adhesion: the strengthening of our political legiti- 
mation by the co-operation of non-Zionist Jewry, the raising of our 


financial resources and the concentration of all Jewish energies for the ~ 


upbuilding of Palestine in a unified system of work. The suitable form 
for an alliance it must be left to the wisdom of this Congress to discover. 
But there are certain indispensable postulates for any basis of 
agreement that we may choose. The first is the maintenance, 
the indestructibility of our Zionist Organisation. In our relations with 
the others our Organisation is one of the contracting parties, and both, 
for the purposes of upbuilding, will have to adopt the mode of work toa 
common plan of co-operation. For us, outside the limits of the agree- 


ment, the Zionist Organisation remains owr community which legislates — 


for us, unalterably true to our programme, a rocher de bronze. Of course, 
in co-operating with others, we shall have to share certain rights which 
hitherto belonged to us alone. But over against a share in these 
rights must set on the other side of: the account corresponding 
duties. It is no ordinary business that we are undertaking. It 
is a partnership concerned with the destiny of a whole people. 
Therefore—and that is the second—we must combine with the 
surrender of rights to the non-Zionists, the assumption by them of 
responsibilities, and the third: those to be included in the enlarged 
Jewish Agency will not be summoned as individuals, but as the delegates 
of representative bodies of the Jews of all lands. Thereby the responsi- 
bility will rest on a general Jewish foundation. And lastly: the prime 
basic article of this treaty of alliance is that the national! direction of our 
settlement work in Palestine as we know and understand it, and not a 


hair’s-breadth different, is to be assured for ever. These are the basic 
elements of every system of 


THE ENLARGED JEWISH AGENCY. 


There is nothing in this unworthy of the spirit of the Jewish democracy, | 


of the self-determination of the people, of the purity of our national 


ideals, of the honour of the Zionist Organisation. Whether such an 
alliance for Eretz Yisrael will come about, I cannot foretell. But I 
believe it is the highest duty of the hour to hold out our hands 
for such an alliance. In this belief and in this feeling I would 
like us to face this great problem. Meawhile, however, undis- 
turbed by the preparation of future developments, our Zionist work 

as to go on and we, the Congress, and every Zionist outside, have to 
redouble our energies to make our Zionist Organisation still stronger, 
Atill more fruitftal, I believe, as one of its loyal sons, in the Zionist 
Organisation and in its deepest forces. I firmly believe that the 
best spirit of this Organisation will animate this gathering. Therefore I 
Anticipate that we shall make this Congress, on which the eyes of the 
World, of our friends and opponents, on which above all the eyes of our 
best sons and daughters in Eretz Yisrael are directed—a fine and fruitfal 
One. Long live Zionism! Long live Eretz Yisrael | 


Mr. Sokolow’s Address. 


The second speaker was Mr. NAHUM SOKOLOW, who delivered the 
following address 


In the history of our Movement there have been few more oventfal 
periods than the period since the last Congress, upon which we are looking 


back to-day. Successes and disappointments, severe struggles and now 
problems have followed rapidly one after another. 

In the internal work of our Organisation we have undoubtedly 
advanced, and the period from 1921 to 1923 marks clearly a stage further 
in our progress. We can look back on a successful extension of our pro- 
paganda. The local Organisations in different countries and the societies 
have been increasingly active ; the Federations, each in its own manner, | 
have developed satisfactorily ; the junior societies, the great importance 
of which is not to be disputed, are constantly adding to their membership. 


| Keren Hayesod. 

The constant development of Zionism in every direction is best 
shown by the history of the Keren Hayesod. This institution was first 
founded a few years ago; we endowed it in the beginning only with 
these two Hebrew words—it was the first of our institutions to receive 
none but a Hebrew name. The Keren Hayesod was born in that time of 
Stress, at our London Conference of 1920, when fear overtook us anda 
feeling of infinite loneliness overcame us in face of the gigantic task and 
duties before us, though in the end we were able to persuade ourselves 
that there were still causes for encouragement, and to close our Confer- 
ence upon a note of hopefulness. And even though the material rasults 
achieved by the Keren Hayesod are but a fraction of what was aimed at, 
even though there are still many classes of Jews who do not acknowledge 
the claims of this institution or have not even heard of it, even though 
the ideal form of the voluntary tax, the Macser or tithe, is at present 
accepted by few as the principle governing their collaboration, yet wa 
‘know well the reasons of these deficiencies. The whole world is sutfer- 
ing from a severe economic crisis; large sections of Jewry—and 
precisely those who would be most in sympathy with us—are cut off 
from communication with us, or live in such abnormal conditions that 
their contributions are almost insignificant; and, finally, the Keren 
Hayesod has been at work for only three years. In those three yeara 
this institution has, however, gained such a position that it has become

The Keren Hayesod has exercised a magnetic power throughout the 
whole of Jewry. The success we have attained we owe in large part to 
America, where, during the past few years, there has been not only an 
increase in the numbers of Zionists, but also an added concentration of 
Zionist effort. This added concentration justifies the hope that the 
Zionist ideal is destined ultimately to unite the whole of American Jewry 
under one banner. | 

' In England aiso the Keren Hayesod has met with no small success. 
Both the Deputies of British Jews and the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion have passed resolutions in favour of assisting in the reconstruction 
work in Palestine. 


The Idealism of the Chaluzim. . 
This idealism (there can be no question of any material motive), which 


fs more and more penetrating the Jews of the world, is a product of 


Palestine. We are all living on the silent heroism of our brethren in 
Palestine. We reap a thousandfold what they sow. By drinking deeply 
time and again from the springs of longing and of enthusiasm which these 
truly noble men have laid bare with their gallant labours, we have beer 
able to increase our moral possessions and our influence. No-one who 
has an eye for touching simplicity of mind can avoid being affected by the 
spell of the Chaluzim. There is, indeed, the fountain of youth for our 
nation! The young, whose intelligence, sincere feeling, and readiness to 
sacrifice are worthy of our nation, who are our pride and our future, have » 
again shown during the period since the last Congress what men cam 
endure and achieve when moved by an ideal, when aglow with a great 
longing. The ardent vigour of these young people, who, in an arcna of 
trying toil, suffer and struggle, battle and rejoice, has become a spectacle 
which wins the admiration of the most indifferent, the most alion 
spectator. It is the keynote of Jewish hope, overpowering all minor 
themes, the joyous hymn of praise to national emancipation througm 
labour. 

Connected with the pioneer work in Palestine is the work for Pales- 
tine in the diaspora, the training of pioneers, Hachscharah. To this 
important work the most careful attention must be devoted, and a report 
on the subject will be submitted to the Congress. | 


The School System in Palestine. | 


- When we speak of pioneers, we do not confine ourselves to the 
Chaluzim ofrecent years—we think also of the older pioneers of colonisation, 
the artisans and traders, and above all, those who have taught the young. 
Home and school are for us inseparable. For it is not only the daily 
bread, tut also the bread of the spirit which we must have, and all 
honour to those who supply it to the people. They are the men who 
preserve for our future the greatest treasure. Honour to those who, 
with anxious work, supply the bread of knowledge and who teach the 
young thatthe spirit of the Jewish people must grow and blossom in the 
Jewish heart! ‘They have placed themselves at the service of education 
and have given to it their best heart’s blood with inexpressible devotion. 
They have achieved the superhuman in order to maintain the national 
educational system, which had been erected with such great labour and 
heavy sacrifices—they have maintained it, even if many less important 
positions have had to be given up. We follow their efforts with thse 
closest attention and are ready with sincere zeal to make sacrifices, 
according to the measure of our means, for the maintenance and the 
development of national education. | 


This work has a preserving and fertilising effect on the Jews through- 
out the world, All the new Hebrew elementary and secondary schools 
in Eastern Europe and elsewhere obtain their teachers, their models, 
and their Hebrew vocabulary from Palestine. This great field for activi 
in the Diaspora, which claims in all an immeasurable amount of Zioni 
will-power, energy, and sacrifice, has, it is true, no direct and official 
connection with our Zionist Central Organisation, and is left in the 
charge of the Zionist Federations in the different countries or of the 
Tarbuth. But it is in this way alone that Zionism can not only spread 
temporarily and superficially, but can root itself firmly in the growing 
generation. If the educational work in Palestine wero weakened, this 
work in the Diaspora would collapse. This must not be. Zionism is 
closely connected with the Hebrew movement, and in recognition of this 
fact we have also renewed the publication of our Hebrew organ Haolam, 
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and are glad to be able to state that during the brief period of its 
publication the journal has secured a wide circle of readers. 


Progress in Palestine. 


The educational work in Palestine is being maintained, and some 
isnaaatie advances should be noted. Inthe report you will see details 
concerning the work of the new Board of Governors (Kuratorium) of the 
Technical School in Haifa. The fine building has been completed and 
will soon be in use. The trustees of the Wolffsohn Fund, which is 
intended to perpetuate the name of our late President, David Wolffsohnp, 
in Palestine, have decided to build a David Wolffsohn House in Jerusalem. 
This bouse wil! be the first great monumental building erected by the Jews 
to serve a secular purpose. In it the National and University Library 
will be permanently housed, and for some decades, too, the building 
will provide shelter for the Faculty of Arts and Letters, for the Jewish 
Historical Archives selected from the material collected by Herzl and 
Wolffsobn, and likewise for the Zionist Archives. We are thus approach- 
ing tho realisation of the projected Hebrew University, which will begin 
its work with the opening of the Medica! Institute and the Faculty of 


. Arts and Letters.

communications, and that, most important of al], a number of new settle- 
ments have been brought into being, you will admit, without being guilty 
of undue optimism, that in spite of the great anxieties of the day and of 
ths almost snail-like rate of progress of the work of construction, there 
are signs of a firm, though not too obvious, progress. In every incipient 
undertaking there are moments when most people can see no progress ; 
such moments cause dissatisfaction, butthey prove nothing. And finally,

Political Anxieties. 


Many believed that the confirmation of the Mandate for Palestine 
meant an end to political anxieties. But these anxieties have increased 
of late. There bas been a flood of complaint, and accusation against 
Zionism. Grotesque exaggerations, fables, phantasmal legends, in which 
an uncurbed imagination has enjoyéd orgies, have been recklessly woven 
round our work and intentions. Oar programme was clear and distinct 
before the eyes of the world; but this availed nothing, for programmes 
were invented for us of which we had no conception, and which were even 
directly opposed to our own programme. We, who by tradition and com- 


- munity of interest are the most sincere friends of the Arab people; we, 


who stand as enthusiastic supporters of the principle of mutual religious 
esteem, who have innumerable times declared our intention most care- 
fully to respect the Holy Places of Christendom, we were abused as the 
enemies of the Arabs and of Christendom. Through senseless and con- 
tradictory fabrications terrible phantoms have been created, distorted 
visions to terrify the simple. Ifa light were held up before one of these 
ghosts, its terrors vanished, but only to make room for a new phantom. 
It is deeply to be regretted that we have found such confusion, such 
fundamental misunderstanding of the actual conditions, in places where 
we were accustumed to find mature political judgment, in a Press which 


honours the principles of justice and of liberty, in certain organs of the |

There are four causes that have bronght about the anti-Zionist press

Reaction. 


The Balfour Declaration marked the rise of national justice, an 
expression of higher morality in politics. But here we are met by the 
law of action and reaction. An idea has overcome opposition through 


the exertions ofits adherents, through favourable circumstances, through — 


its inherent mora) power, and has become realised. But the defeated 
forces gather together again and begin new attacks upon the reality.

Anti-Semitism. 


This reaction finds ample sustenance in the wave of anti-Semitisy 
which has burst like a flood over different countries during and after the 
war. The free instituticns, the respect for law, and the commonsense 
of the English people, make the spread of anti-Semitism in their 
country a bopeless chimera. Yet it is no secret that there are classes ang 
newspapers not free from the poisoned breath of Jew-hatred. Besides, 
this hatred is not necessarily a purely British product. Anti-Semitism, 
which is never tired of accusing the Jews of being international), possesses 
the most highly developed international organisation that has ev er existed, 
The breeding places for its maleficient activity, situated in different parts 
of the old and new world, are closely interconnected; the underground 
mole-passages go from country to country. The method of working ts 
always the same: the passion for ruling or for exterminating the Jows 
hides behind an alleged fear of the Jews. The Jew in the Russie. of 

Tears, standing outside the law, having responsibilities but 
no righte, the slave of duties without protection, it was he from whom it 
was necessary to protect the people. The pogrom of Kishineff was pro- 
claimed by Plehve as a measure for the protection of the popalation of 
Kishineff against the Jews; and who knows whether the bloodthirsty 
Hetmans of the Ukraine had not such an idea of giving protection? Now 


we are told Palestine is to be protected. Then there is another method | 


adopted by the anti-Semites—the use of the magnifying glass. These 
opponents see everything monstrously magnified. If the Jews acquire 
human rights, they have seized all privileges and prerogatives. If the 


right of rebuilding a home for their people in the land of their fathers is 
acknowledged, this idyll grows in the imagination of the anti-Semites 


into a powerful State. Proofs and corrections are powerless against 
these ingenious and systematic exaggerations and distortions. We are 
not surprised that Zionism is one of their chief objects for attack, 
Zionism is the most noteworthy phenomenon in Jewish life ; would anti- 
Semitism fail to slander and to abuse it? : 

| Practical Considerations. 


If envy and spite have not hitherto expressed themselves, this was 
only due to the fact that the “ Jewish National Home,” seemed to be 


intangible, abstract, the echo of an ancient myth. When this abstract” 


idea became tangible, visible, when it became a reality, then the whole 
method of dealing with the question changed—then the point of view of 
humanity, of history, of justice to nations, was replaced by the petty, 


ostensibly practical—in reality, however, very unpractical and short-— 
sighted—considerations, which dim the sight and prevent mankind from 


seeing the grandeur of that which is great. 

Thus has it come to pass that the Balfour Declaration, an event of 
historic importance in the world, was made to play a part in the election 
campaign and in the politics of the day, in the world of domestic conflicts 
and party passions, of controversy, agitation, and sensation, and even 
that there has been a difficulty in many cases in defending this interna- 


_ tional decision with all its moral authority against the opportunist cry of 


“economy.” The common seized hold of the noble, the momentary 
grasped the eterna], and that which is mean would have dragged down 
to the dirt that which is great. 

But in spite of temporary errors and confusions, of passing misunder- 
standings and ill-humours, we never doubted for an instant the sense of 
justice of the English people and of the English press. We said to our- 
selves: These stages must be passed through, there must still be costly 
battles, we must be on the watch for lurking dangers, and there is no 
victory without a conflict. Thenew political creation, the National Howe 
for the Jewish People in Palestine, must quietly win its place and its 
right to existence by labour.

of England. We feel that we have been helped on our way and inspired 
by the statements of Lord Milner, and by the recent article of Mr. Lloyd 
George. They have raised their voices to urge, to warn; if poisonous 
tongues incite to hatred, if they mislead public opinion with false news, 
these friends of ours have spoken in defence of justice and of truth. 


It has been a real satisfaction to us to hear from the British Govern- - 


ment that all attempts against the Mandate and against ther yhots granted 


- in the Mandate have failed. We are therefore justified in noping that 


the efforts made in accordance with the Mandate to attain a +uccessiul 
colonisation, the need for which we so greatly feel, will overcewe every 
difficulty, and that the work done in the Jand of our fathers wil) continue 
undisturbed. With sincere and serious determination we approach the 


_ important tasks that face us in connection with this work. Fully con- 


vinced that the solution of every economic question secures greater 
prosperity for the whole country, and for the whole population of the 
country, we shall promote all our undertakings in a spirit of peaceful 
collaboration, in a spirit of justice and fairness, but always remembering 


the responsibility placed upon us of furthering the National Home for the 


Jewish people. 


Our Policy. 


Our immediate aims are four in number: The utilisation of the rights 
granted us in the Mandate, the most considerate attitude towards the 
non-Jewish population, moral influence by means of exemplary cultural 
activities, and the promotion of an intellectual understanding. 
Undoubtedly these are difficult tasks, but it is not impossible to accow- 
plish them. The third course is the most hopeful, namely, that of 
acbieviog cultural activities which will set an example to the whole 
country ; on this our whole future must ultimately be based; but we 
— no less importance to a friendly approach to the non-Jews of the 

The organised opposition bas continued its agitation. Ita attitude 
bas proved that it does not intend to adapt itself to unavoidable political 
necessities. This is the profound and unavoidable difference that sepa- 
rates us from the standpoint of these opponents. For us the Mandate 
granted by the Government of Great Britain, with the recognition of our 
National Home which is contained therein, is an unalterable political 
ordinance, which may be developed by progressive needs, but can never 
suffer an arbitrary repeal of the principle wisely and unanimously laid 
down by the Great Powers. Without taking up the point of view that 
international agreements must stand for all time, itis certain that, in the 
interests of peace and civilisation, in consideration of historical traditions 
and the principles of international law, when an ordinance has been 
passed and when the Powers mainly concerned have solemnly undertaken 
to maintain and support it, every opposition to such an ordinance must 
be considered as a severe blow to an international agreement and to the 
power of the alliance that has created such agreement, and must be 
repelled ag an attempt to undermine the very basis of right in the minds 
of the peoples.

Council. Public opinion in our Movement is deeply interested in the 

question of the development or modification of the Actions Committee 
and of the Annual Conference, and new suggestions on the subject have 
been made.

Finally, it is of the greatest importance to gain financial security for the 
Zionist Organisation.

Our assembly is intended to influence the world outside as well as 
the world inside our Movement. The world without is to be enlightened 
and convinced. The public opinion of the world must understand that the 
Zionist Movement is an elemental force which animates the Jews 
throughout the world, and it must possess sufficient sense of justice to 
admit that the Zionist Movement in its essence and in its historic signifl- 
cance is both soundand salutary. When a people that for long centuries 
bas lived in conditions of misery and of defencelessness presses forward 
with all its moral powers towards a real participation in civilising 
constructive work, the bad conscience of oppressors, the obstinate egoism 
of enemies, and the foolish fears of petty-minded men may cause them 
terror and rage ; no noble-minded, no freedom-loving people can be other 
than deeply sympathetic with the | causes and the origins of the 
phenomenon. 

As regards our internal problems, the Congress will strengthen our 
Organisation and unite our people. We live in a time which calls 
imperiously for the union of forces in every department. We believe in 
the indestructibility of the Jewish people and in its revival. We are 
convinced that we have to carry out a cultural mission in Palestine, not 


only for ourselves but for the whole of humanity. Weare convinced that | 


as we defended in times of old the ideals of right and of morality against: 
heathendom and barbarity, we now have to hold aloft the torch of the 
spirit in order to illumine the dark places of the East. And we believe 
that from there will come the light that will show the way out of chaos 
to bewildered humanity.

At the continuation of the opening ceremony, Dr. WEIZMANN read 
out messages of greeting from Professor Masaryk, President of the 
€zecho-Slovakian Republic; from Dr. Benesch, the Czecho-Slovakian 
Premier; from the Czecho-Slovakian Minister for the Interior, and from 
fir Herbert Samuel. 


The text of Sir Herbert’s message is as follows: 


I send you my greetings and best wishes. The assistance which 
has been rendered to the development of Palestine during the year, 
from America especially, but from elsewhere in no small degree, has 
greatly fostered the progress of the Jewish National Home and of the 
country in general. But continued effort is imperatively needed. 
With faith in your purpose, energy in its pursuit, moderation and 
conciliation in your methods, be sure that success will attend you to 
the lasting advantage of the whole Jewish people and of all sections 
of the inhabitants of Palestine. : 


Addresses of welcome were delivered by a special representative of 
the Czecho-Slovakian Government, and by a representative of the 
Municipality of Carlsbad. Ohief Rabbi JACOB MEIR, on behalf of the 
Chief Rabbinate of Palestine, solemnly blessed the Congress. Rabbi 
BELZER then blessed the Congress on behalf of the Union of American 
Rabbis. Dr. JAcoB THON welcomed the Congress in the name of the 
Jewish National Council in Palestine (Vaad Leumi). 2 

An impressive speech in memory of Dr. Max Nordau was delivéred 
by Mr. JosepH CoWEN. Nordau, he said, had raised a small problem to 
the height of a world problem. He had for that reason drawn much 
opposition, but even a greater measure of friendship. The whole of

TUESDAY’S PROCEEDINGS, 
Vice-Presidents Elected. 
CARLSBAD, August 7th. 
The meeting of the Congress was opened on Tuesday morning 
by Mr. Nahum Sokolow, President of the Congress. Chief Rabbi Dr. 
_ Chajes, President of the Greater Actions. Committee, read out the list of 
 Bominations for the Vice-Presidencies—Mr. Ben-Zvi (Achduth Haavodah), 
Rabbi Meyer Berlin (Mizrachi, New York), Dr. Schmarya Levin (member, 
Zionist Executive), Mr. Louis Lipsky (Chairman, National Executive 
Committee of the American Zionist Organisation), Mr. Leo Motzkin 
(member, Zionist Executive), Deputy H. Farbstein (Mizrachi, Poland), 
and Mr, Kaplan. There is no representative of the Polish Zionist 


Federation for the present because the Federation is divided among 
itself. The following were nominated as proxies: Mr. Jacob Salkind, 


fe Dr. Daiches, Dr. Rosenbaum, Dr. Kahan-Bernstein, Dr. Loewenherz, and 


Mr. Gelber. All were elected with acclamation. | 

The Zeire Zion group declared that they were taking no part in the 
elections to the Presidium of the Congress. 

Mr. Sokolow delivered an address devoted to the memory of 
President Harding. All the delegates rose in silent tribute. 

Mr. SOKOLOW said: The Jewish people shares in the sorrow of the 
whole world at the loss sustained by the American nation. President 
Harding was our true friend. Dr, Weizmann and J, while we were in 
the United States, often conferred with him, and always we found him 
full of sympathy to our cause. The Zionist Congress shares to the full 
the feeling of grief of the American nation. . 

Mr, MORRIS ROTHENBERG, Chairman of the Board of Directors of the 
American Keren Hayesod, expressed the grief of the delegates from the 
United States. President Harding’s death, he said, had come so suddenly, 
fo tragically, that it had taken them all by surprise. Mr. Rothenberg 
referred to various official acts by President Harding on behalf of the 
Zionist home. What President Harding had promised, he went on, he 
had always carried out to the full. President Harding was the typical 
American. He had started in a small way and had grown to be great. 
Instead of taking a rest, President Harding had been seeking a way of 
saving Europe. It was while engaged on a work of humanity, therefore, 

that the American President, their friend, had died. 

Mr, SOKOLOW then recalled the memories of others, who had died 
@uring the year. Mr. Joseph Cowen had already paid tribute to Dr, 
Nordau. Mr. Sokolow recalled in moving wordsthe memory of Nordau’s 
friend and associate, Dr. Alexander Marmorek. He had been active, true 
and upright, noble and highly idealist. He was in every sense of the 


After the. 


word beloved ofthe people. The war had killed Marmorek. Mr. Sokolow 
then referred to the death of Mr. Peter Schweitzer, Chairman of the 
American Keren Hayesod Administration. His death had been a severe 
loss. He had given to the Zionist cause idealism, money, and energy. 
He was an example of the self-sacrifice of which a practical man could 
be capable. Mr. Sokolow spoke in glowing terms of the great work of 
Ben Yehuda, the pioneer in the fight for the Hebrew language. He had 


- made, Mr. Sokolow said, the language question a political activity. He 


referred also to the death of the Yiddish poet, Morris Rosenfeld, of the 
America representative of the Jewish National Fund, Dr. Baer Epstein, 
and of others in the Zionist movement who had died since the Annual 
Conference. 

At the continuation of the Tuesday morning meeting, Senator Dr. M, 
Ringe], Chairman of the Court of the Congress, reported that the Congress 
consisted of 334 duly legitimated delegates. 171 are general Zionists, 70 
are delegates of the Mizrachi organisation, nine of the Poale Zion, 
33 of the Hitachduth confederation, and nine Zeire Zion. America 
has eleven general Zionists and two Mizrachi. Several mandates have 
been annulled. 


Mr. Ussishkin on Palestine Work. | 


Mr. M. M. USSISHKIN, head of the Palestine Zionist Executive, 
followed Senator Ringel. He delivered a lengthy and exhaustive addresa 
which really marks the beginning of the Congress. Mr, Ussishkin in 
particular insisted that the British Administration in Palestine was 
hindering the work. It was essential to have unrestricted immigration 
in order to be able to attract attention to the Palestine work and to 
create a feeling of earnestness in regard to it. Actual achievement, 
especially the increase in the area of soil in Jewish possession, the 


Creation of colonies and the erection of new structures was reassuring, 


The work had been exceedingly difficult’ because of political and 


financial reasons. It was necessary to make it quite clear that the last 
éwo years since the Twelfth Congress had unfortunately not seen any 
realisation on the part of Great Britain of her obligations in regard to the 
Mandate. She had not helped in the work. On the contrary, she had 
introduced obstacles which were at times insuperable. The financial 


‘position could best be characterised by the fact that it had not 


been possible to meet the Zionist budget. There had been immense 
financial difficulties. The Executive had been compelled to ease the 


financial difficulties by carrying on a poverty-stricken economia 


policy. Work. was being conducted in Palestine by the Rothschilds 
ander the name of the Ica, by the Joint Distribution Committee, 
and by the Brandeis group. The work of the Zionist Organisa- 
tion, however, was as important as all the rest put together. Our 
achievements, Mr, Ussishkin proceeded, were, first of all, in the direction 
of liberation of the land. Towards that the British Government had 
given nothing, and there were no prospects of any help from that quarter 
in the future. The Jewish National Fund had carried out the greatest 
part of the work, and with it was associated the Palestine Land Develop- 
ment Company. New areas had been brought into the possession of the 
Jewish people. New settlements had been created. Mr. Ussishkin 
quoted from the report of the Agricultural Colonisation Department in 
regard to the work which had been done in the establishment of garden 
suburbs and new town quarters, and reviewed the activity of the 
Mortgage Bank and of the Anglo-Palestine Bank. 
- Mr, MORRIS ROTHENBERG, Chairman of the American Keren Hayesod 
Administration, gave quotations from the report. | | 
Mr, USssISHKIN, continuing his address, declared that our primary 
object was to get people into Palestine. Despite all obstacles they had 
brought 20,000 people into the country. Those who were re-emigrating © 


- formed only about fifteen per cent. The wave of emigration which had 


swept over Palestine recently was due to the difficult political situation 
and to the lack of willingness on the part of the Jewish people to make 
sacrifices. That, however, was only a passing phase of moral disease, 
and there were sufficient strong and healthy elements to overcome thig 
feeling. The type of immigrants to Palestine had greatly changed of late. 


_ Families were now coming into the country who were more bound to the 


land. He uttered a note of warning at this point in regard to the Jews 
in America. Chaluzim, he said, were coming into Palestine from all — 
countries in the world, but very few were coming from America. They 
appealed to young Jewry in America not to content themselves with 
sending money to Palestine; it was more important that they 
themselves should come into the country, work in the country, and 
create actual achievement in the country by their own efforts. 
Despite the problem of creating openings for employment, theimmigration | 
question was the most important question ofall. The phrase “ restriction 
of immigration” must be struck out of the dictionary. It was not money © 
which created people, but people who created money. Mr. Ussishkin 
then passed to the cultural work in Palestine. He deplored the necessity | 
for reducing the budget for cultural activity. The Palestine Government 
declined to support the Jewish school system in Palestine. In 1923, the 
Government had granted only £2,379 for this purpose. He enumerated 
all the cultural institutions at present existing in Palestine. He con- 
cluded: My watchword is—land, people, and Hebrew culture. To the 
question as to what had happened in Palestine during the two years since 
the last Zionist Congress, he could only say: In comparison with the 
hopes which had been entertained, very little; butin comparison with the 
means at their disposal, a very important and difficult step forward, 


Report on Organisation. 


At the afternoon mecting, Mr. Leo Motzkin occupied the chair, 


and Mr. R. Lichtheim read the report of the Zionist Executive on 
Organisation.” 


He recounted the difficulties which stood:in the way of the work of 
the Organisation : 


(a.) The difficulty of applying uniform principles, such as are laid down in 
our Statutes and the resolutions of the Congress, to a composite body, the 
members of which vary in composition, size and structure. 

(0.) The financial position which compelled the Executive to curtail very 
severely the expenditure for organisation purposes, : 

(c.) The total failure of certain Federations to respond to the demands 
which the Executive made upon them, both as regards financial assistance and 


- collaboration in organisation matters. It is clear that such an attitude did not 


contribute to facilitating the work and strengthening the World Organisation. 
(d.) Finally, the peculiar treatment meted out to the work of organisation. 
Great demands are perpetually voiced on all sides, but no facilities are given 
for putting into practice any project which tends to improve it. 
_ it must be stated, however, that thanks to the sympathetic collaboration, 
discipline and willingness to make sacrifices of a large number of Federations 
and Groups, considerable progress waa made. | 


The number of Federations affiliated to the Organisation during the 
period under review reached 47, Legal recognition has been finally 
refused to the Hungarian Federation, and in Russia difficulties of a legal 
nature are placed in the way ofa resumption of Zionist activities. In 
1922, £8,312 had been raised by the sale of Shekalim. In 1923, the sale of 
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Shekalim had brought in £14,000. The Executive, proceeded Mr. Licht- 
heim, had left much undone, because of the lack of means and the lack 
of forces. The number of officials had been constantly cut down. It was 
necessary to establish a central organ in the English language published 
from London for the purpose of maintaining close contact with the various 
Zionist federations. Secondly, the Zionist Executive or the Jowish 
Agency should be identical with the Directorate of the Keren Hayesod, 
and controlling the Keren Hayesod funds. The relations existing till now 
petween the Executive and the Keren Hayesod were impossible. It was 
necessary to distinguish further between the functions of the Keren 
Hayesod and the Zionist Organisation, otherwise they would have a 
second organisation coming into being at the side of the Zionist Organi- 
gation. It was equally important to introduce a systematisation of the 
financial propaganda and a rational use of the existing forces on behalf 
of the Keren Hayesod, the Jewish National Fund, and the Zionist banks. 
I propose, therefore, Mr, Lichtheim went on, that everything should be 
centralised in the Zionist Organisation. I propose in the name of the 
Executive that the small Executive should remain in London. Palestine 
is at the moment impossible. Secondly, I propose the abolition of the 


Financial and Economic Council, as the economic work is part of the work 


of the whole Executive. Thirdly, the Greater Actions Committee should 
be reconstituted in accordance with the American proposals. It should 
meet once a year and the meetings should last for several weeks; or else 


it should meet three times between the period of two Congresses, or 


else it should take the form of a parliamentary committee with full powers 
of control and even able to depose the Zionist Government. 

During the whole of the time that Mr. Lichtheim was speaking, Mr, 
MoTZKIN, the Chairman, continually interrupted him, urging him to keep 
to the point and not to make proposals of his own. : 2 

Dr, M. ROSENBAUM, Minister for Jewish Affairs in Lithuania, was the 


next speaker. During his address there was continual interruption in the 


hall. Mr, Mereminsky, the leader of the Left Zeire Zion, called out that 
it was a scandal that a Minister for Jewish Affairs should be speaking at 
the Congress other than in Yiddish. The interruption was greeted by 
some of the delegates with cheers; others protested against it. 

One of the Palestine delegates, Mr. AVIEZER, strongly protested 
against the speakers not using the Hebrew language. He directed his 
criticism particularly against Mr. Sokolow, Dr. Weizmann, and Mr. 
Ussishkin. The neglect of the Hebrew language by the Zionist leaders at 
the Congress itself, he declared, was a slight on the Hebrew movement in 
Palestine, and could only retard the campaign to establish Hebrew as the 
language of the Jews in the country. , 


Economic Conditions in Palesiine. 


At the continuation of the meeting, Dr. Georg Halpern, of the 
Financial and Economic Council, sketched in brief the activity of the 
economic institutions. He emphasised that the crisis of 1922 had not 
brought the Organisation to bankruptcy, thanks to the activity of the 
Zionist banks. It was impossible that these banks should grant credits 


which were not secure from the banking point of view. Dr. Halpern . 


urged that private initiative must go out to work in Palestine on the 
Chaluz principle, must put money and energy into the country and risk 
them there in order to upbuild it. In order to establish a mortgage bank 
it was first necessary to have the right of mortgage. The legal difficulties 
had now been overcome. Shares would be shortly placed on the market, 
and they would certainly be as safe as all other shares. The Rutenberg 
concessions had been realised and companies had been formed. Mr. 


Rutenberg had already transferred his concession rights to the companies — 


which had been constituted. More electric stations would be erected 
outside Jaffa. The harbour question in Palestine was a_ serious 
political problem, and the only prospect at the moment of 
constructing a harbour was by means of a private undertaking. The 
great weakness in Palestine’s economic position was the fact that the 
imports were so much greater than the exports. In 1922, the imports had 
amounted to £5,500,000, and the exports toonly £1,300,000. It was there- 
fore imperative to develop industry in Palestine, to the utmost, even 


when the establishment of industrial concerns meant taking risks. 


Dr. FEIWEL, Managing Director of the Keren Hayesod, reported on the 
activity of the Keren Hayesod.—[(A summary of the Keren Hayesod report 
is given elsewhere in this issue]. | 

The meeting then closed. 


An unpleasant incident has arisen here in connection with the 


. @ecision of the Mandates Committee to allot only eleven mandates to 


the American delegation instead of the seventeen claimed. The Americans 
objected to the decision in view of the fact that the Polish Mizrachi had 
& large representation at the Congress on the basis of a five hundred 
Polish marks Shekel, which is now only worth au eighth of a cent. 
Finally, the distranchised Americans were given special mandates. 


Dr. Weizmann on the Jewish Agency. 
On Tuesday evening, at 8 o'clock, a confidential meeting was held, 
behind closed doors, of delegates who do not belong to any of the parties. 
Dr. WEIZMANN, addressing them, said that the extension of the Jewish 


Agency was necessary on political as well as on financial grounds. Iam 
convinced, he said, that to-morrow the Mandatory Power will ask us what= 


we have done in order to extead the Jewish Agency to secure the 
co-operation of all Jews who are willing to assist in the establishment of 
the Jewish National Home. Article 4 of the Mandate is the chief object 
of attack. Our argument is that there are people in Palestine, but money 


— is necessaryin addition tothat. Wecan guarantee that the Keren Hayesod 


Will grow if the Agency is extended. Within the circumference of Pales- 


tine questions, Dr. Weizmann said, we are at one, but in questions of 


Diaspora policy we are not united. I myself am not in agreement on 


_ these questions with Deputy Griinbaum. We will bring in first the 


Joint Distribution Committee, then the American Jewish Committee, and 
then the whole of organised Jewish labour in America can be won. 


Against this, you have the slogan of a World Congress, but a masked © 
_ Zionist Congress cannot be a World Congress, and before you can have & 


real World Congress you must wait years, which we cannot afford. That 
is my system. There are other systems, but they mean having other 
people, 

After Dr. Weizmann had concluded his speech, a personal dispute 
arose between Dr. Weizmann and Dr. Soloveitchik. Mr. Lichtheim 
joined in, supporting Dr. Soloveitchik’s views. As Dr. Soloveitehik 


represents the middle course in regard to the question of the extension 

of the Jewish Agency, this strong difference of opinion suggests a weaken- 

ing of the chances of a compromise between the two different groups. 
The Jewish Correspondence Bureau learns that the prospects for a 


compromise between the opposition and the Weizmann group have con- 
siderably improved, and that an agreement between the two may be 
reached shortly. The American proposals will be considerably diluted 
in order to bring this about. The American delegates have elected a 
deputation consisting of Mr. Emanuel Neumann, Mr. Morris Rothenborg, 


Judge Bernard Rosenblatt, Mr. Israel Matz, and Mr, A. Goldberg, who __ 


wili demand that Dr. Weizmann should carry through the work of 
extending the Agency at least in the spirit of the American proposals, 
and also that he should effect the proposed economic reforms in Palestine. 
The American Zionists are sending a request to Sir Alfred Mond, 
urging him to consent to become a member of the Zionist Executive. 


WEDNESDAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


CARLSBAD, August 8th. 

The general debate was opened on Wednesday, and is expected te 
last for the rest of the week. The speeches are mainly confined to the 
problem of the Jewish Agency. Dr. Gottlieb (of Warsaw), Dr. Hantke, 
Mr. Fishman, and Mr. Morris Myer (the spokesman of the English dele- 
gates), supported Dr. Weizmann’s plan. Deputy Griinbaum delivered 4 
long speech violently opposing both the plan and Dr. Weizmann personally. 

The usual clash between the Mizrachi and the Poale-Zionists 
occurred when Rabbi Berlyn censured the Zionist Administration for not 
paying sufficient attention to religious principles. This, however, hag 
not prevented the co-operation of the Mizrachi and the Poale-Zionista in 


the attack on the Administration. 


The Standing Committee also began its work on Wednesday. The 
entire question of the composition of the Jewish Agency is again being 
fought out. Apparently the situation still remains at a deadlock, the 
opposition to Dr. Weizmann commanding about one hundred and fifty 
votes out of a possible total of approximately three hundred and thirty. 

No definite decisions on any matter are expected till next week. 


Hitachduth and the World Congress. 


The Zionist Labour Confederation Hitachduth has decided at ite 3 
_ conference that so long as there is no legitimate national organisation in 


existence for the purpose of taking over the work of Palestine recon- 
struction, meaning a World Congress for Palestine, the’ Zionist Organisation 
alone shall remain the Jewish Agency. The co-operation of individuals 


- and of groups standing outside the Zionist Organisation may, however, 


be secured by the formation of advisory bodies. 


Mr. Jabotinsky and Palestine Policy. 


A number of delegates are discussing with much concern the article 
published by Mr. Jabotinsky in his new organ, the Rassivi¢t, in opposition 


- to the policy of Sir Herbert Samuel. It is expected that the question . 
. will be raised at the Congress in the form of an interpellation as to the 


trath of the facts cited by Mr. Jabotinsky. The delegates will also 
question the right of Mr. Jabotinsky to make public the documents which 
he has used in hisarticle. 


| The Zionist Actions Committee. 
At the continued meeting of the Greater Actions Committee, Dr. 
Weizmann reported that all debts had been covered, and there was now 


a balance in hand of £100,000. He said that he intends to return next) 


year to America for a tour of seven months, and will seek to bring bac 

a guarantee for a million pounds, and added: “I will gladly diminish my 
presidential powers in order to secure a stronger Palestine. There are 
many new elements ready to co-operate with us. We will select the best 
of them. I thought that it would be possible to win over American 
Jewry by means of Anglo-Jewry. I realise now that we must have 
America first, and then Anglo-Jewry, even the Jewish Colonisation 
Association (Ica) itself, will,come in.” Dr. Weizmann added that the 
Arab confederation idea will break up because the British Government 


will withdraw from the scheme, being opposed to the incorporation of © 
Palestine in the confederation. 


Anti-Semitic Newspaper Confiscated. 


~ ‘Tro authorities here have confiscated the Deutschwer, the local organ 
of the Swastika Party, for attacking the Zionist Congress. In an article 


- published by the paper on the gathering of Zionist representatives from 


all over the world, it declared that Zionism and Bolshevism are identical, 
Zionism being merely a new mask for the attempt of the Jews to secure 


world domination.

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ZIONIST CONUNDRUM. 


(From a Zionist Contributor). 

When is a non- Zionist a Zionist, and how is he to be an anti- Zionist at 
thesame time? These conundrums are suggested by a section of the Jewish 
people, who, regarding themselves as non-Zlonists, appear to be desirous 
of representation upon the “Jewish Agency,” the instrument set up by 
the Palestine Mandate, and further imply that such representation is a 
condition precedent to their subscribing to the Keren Hayesod (Pales- 
tino Foundation Fund) or Zionist Funds of a kindred character raised for 
the purpose of establishing the Jewish National Home in Palestine. If 
this section does not agree with the aim of Zionism, why should its con- 
stituents desire representation upon the “Jewish Agency ” formed to give 
effect to the Zionistaim, and why should they be expected to give donations? 
The aim of Zionism is defined in the current number of the Zionist Review 
in the terms of the Basle programme as there cited: “ The aim of Zionism 
is to create for the Jewish People a Home in Palestine secured by public 
law.” There follow in the same journal the statement in the Balfour 


Declaration that ‘H.M. Government view with favour the establishment 


in Palestine of a National Home for the Jewish People, and will use their 
best endeavours to facilitate the achievement of this object. . . - 


and ap extract from the Palestine Mandate: “ Whereas recognition has 


« » + « been given to the historical connection of the Jewish People 


with Palestine and to the grounds for reconstituting their National Home 
in that country . . . Tho Mandatory shall be responsible for placing 
the country under such political, administrative and economic conditions — 


af will secure the establishment of the Jewish National Home.” 


_ Official Zionism appears to regard these statements as crystallising 
the whole object of the Movement, for the first is a citation from its own 
“programme,” the second a citation from the British Declaration 
addressed to Lord Rothschild for transmission to the Zionist Federation, 


 gnd the third a citation of the Mandate, which the Zionist Movement 


acclaimed as the charter testifying to Zionist achievement in winning 
the support of the Powers of the world for the Zionist cause. 

If one is ‘in agreement with the principles contained in these cited 
statements, one is in agreement with Zionism, and therefore if one is 
prepared actively to t- .e steps to help the realisation of the aims com- 
passed therein one becomes in fact a Zionist. If, on the other hand, one 


floos not agree with these principles, there must bes some element or 


elements in the cited statements with which one is in disagreement. Let 
these statements be taken seriatim. One might not desire te create any 
home for the Jewish People, or one might desire to creat a home any- 


where but in Palestine, or if in Palestine one not secured by Public Law, 


or one might not desire to create a home in Palestine for the Jewish 
People. Similarly, taking the Declaration, which, unlike the Basle 
Programme, is a Diplomatic Document of a World Power, one might not 
desire to establish in (1) Palestine a (2) National (3) Home for the (4) 
Jewish People—one might object to any or all of elements (1) (2) (3) (4). 


The Mandate is similarly open to analysis—the object stated is ‘‘tosecure — 
the establishment of the Jewish National Home,” and when one wishes 


to find out the nature of the Jewish National Home, tho preceding recital 
refers us to “tho historical connection of the Jewish People with Palestine 


and to the grounds for reconstructing their National Home in that country,” 


#0 that one can see that “the National Home” refers to what the Mandate 


acclaims as “the National Home of the Jewish People”—not the 


National Home of A,B,C, or D, who happen to be Jews and desire 


to settle in Palestine, but the National Home of “ the Jewish People,” 


and the claim is based not merely on any future aspiration, but on a past 
fact, an “historical connection,” not cf A,B,C, or D, “ unassorted Jews in 


the lands in which they now dwell,” but of the “Jewish People” as a 


People. | 
As the Mandatory expresses its willingness “to secure the 
establishment of the Jewish National Home,” it seeks Jewish aid in the 
work, and in particular asks (in Article 4 of the Mandate) the Zionist 
Organisation “to secure the co-operation of all Jews, who are willing to 
assist in the establishment of the Jewish National Home.” Itis important 
to note that for which the Mandatory seeks, and—the establishment of 
_ (1) the (2) Jewish (3) National (4) Home—each word counts. If one seeks 
to establish something else, then one is not aiding the Mandatory—if one 
seeks to establish that which is sought, then 
. questions suggest themselves. One can be (a) willing or (b) unwilling, 
to assist in the establishment of the Jewish National Home, If one 
is willing to assist, then either one’s non- Zionism is inexplicable or one’s 
Zionism is self-confessed. The attitude of a non-Zionist carrying out 


Zionism is uvfair both to non-Zionism and to Zionism. It is unfair to — 


non Zionism, for help is being given to a Movement with which ex 
hypothes: the non-Zionist does not agree. It is unfair to Zionism, for itis 
giving the semblance of support by national contributions, while remaining 
outside the ranks of those who range themselves under the banner of 
“Zionist principles and in its regular forces. To aid Zionist aims and at 
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the same time to profess non-allegiance to Zionism is an attitude 
difficult to justify, and it is an attitude which raises undesirable sus. 
picions in both Jewish and Gentile minds. A non-Zionist, ex hypothesi, 
should be essentially a neutral—indifferent to the aims. of Zionism 
and unconcerned with their realisation. If bent upon Zionism’s 
success, he converts his non-Zionism into Zionism-—if he diverts 


his neutrality into active opposition to Zionism, he becomes an 


anti-Zionist. What is so puzzling to observers of the Zionist Movo. 
ment is the fact that so many non-Zionists appear to desire “to run with 
the hares and hunt with the hounds.” They seem to bunt to be “in” 
with the Jewish National Home, and “out” of the Zionist Organisation 
created to secure its establishment. This extraordinary phenomenon is 
to be found even among some anti-Zionist elements. What is still more 
puzzling to the reader of Jewish history is that some Jews cannot 
seem to realise that it is quite natural for any nation to have 
elements which are nationally colour-blind, and that Jewry 
perhaps emphasises its national capacity by exhibiting the normal 
phenomenon of elements which are in favour of every nation ia 
the world except their own! How much more honest it would be 
for the non-Zionist to declare, “I do not desire the establishment in 
Palestine of a National Home for the Jewish people, and as I am neither 
in favour of it nor interested in it, I will not help it and I ought not to be 


- expected to help it.” Similarly the anti-Zionist could say, “I am opposed 


to the establishment in Palestine of a National Home for the Jewish 
people, and I shall use my best endeavours to prevent its realisation.” 


‘Jews might call such attitudes anti-Jewish, supporters of the British 


Declaration might call it ‘“anti-British,” supporters of the Allied and 
Associated Cause might apply even more unpleasant epithets, but at least 
all would admit it would be English in candour and outspokenness. A 
further merit would be that Zionists would know who were with them, who 
wero against them, and who were the neutrals. Those who believe in the 
National destiny of Jewry are confident that much greater forces than 
even those of anti-Zionists and nox-Zionists will be unable to prevent 


its ultimate realisation. :

The report of the Head Office of the Keren Hayesod, which is being 
presented to the thirteenth Zionist Congress at Carlsbad, is a bulky 
volume of some hundred odd pages, which deals with the second year’s 
work of the Fund. | | 

The personne! of the Board of Directors consists of Dr. Arnold Barth, 
Dr. Berthold Feiwel, Dr. Georg Halpern, Mr. Solomon: Kaplansky, Mr. 
Isaac A. Naiditch, Dr. Schmarya Levin, Mr. Israel Sieff, and Mr. Hillel 
“latopolsky. On the resignation of Mr, Jabotinsky from the Board, the 
Propiganda Department was placed under the the control of Dr. Feiwel, 
the Managing Director. Resignations from the Head Office include the 
names of Mr. J. Mackower, Secretary of the Propaganda Department; 
Mr. Postan, editor of the Bulletin, Dr. M. Schwartzman, and Mr. K. 
Kleinmann, Assistant Secretary of the Finance Department. 

A large number of delegates were sent out for organisation and 
propaganda work during the period under review. Visits were made by 
Dr. Weizmann, Dr. Levin, and Mr. A. Goldstein to America ; by Colonel 
Patterson and Mr. Goldstein to Canada; by Mr. N. Sokolow to Poland; 
by Dr. Goldstein and Dr. Martin Rosenblueth to Rumania; by Dr. Joseph 
Sapir to Bessarabia; by Deputy Grinbaum to England; by Mr. J. 


Calmy to Greece; by Dr. Hugo Bergmann (of Jerusalem) to Ozecho- 
Slovakia; by Dr. Hans Kohn to Alsace-Lorraine/ Belgium, Luxem- 


burg, and Switzerland; by Dr. Rosenblueth to Norway and Denmark; - 


by Dr. Bension to Mesopotamia; by Dr. J. L. Wilensky to Lativa, 
Esthonia, Lithuania, and Finland; by Dr. Buchmil to Tunis and South 
France ; and by Dr. Susmann to Algeria. Furthermore, Dr. B. Feiwal 
paid several visits to Holland, Austria, and Czecho-Slovakia; and the 
Department for Central Europe despatched the following delegates: To 
Lithuania, Transylvania, Rumania, and Bukovina, Messrs. Blumenfeld, 


Berger, and Turnowsky, and Miss Sari Kohn; to Buigaria, Dr. Victor 


Jacobson; to Austria, Dr. Nahum Goldman; to Czecho-Slovakia and 
Poland, Dr. Arthur Hantke; and to.Jugo-Slavia, Mr. Felix Rosenbluetb. 


The cost of these delegations for the year ending March 31st, 1923, 


amounted to no less than £12,421. Some of them do not appear to have 
been very profitable speculations; for instance, the delegation to Greece 
cost £61 16s. (exclusive of salaries) and the total receipts for the ‘year 
from that country aggregated only £100. : 

A large number of pamphlets and other publications have been issued 
(including 10,000 copies of the special Palestine supplement of the 
Jewish Chronicle of February 23rd) in English, as well as in Yiddish, 
French, Hebrew, and German. Photo-blocks have also been supplied to 
various Federations and newspapers. Propaganda expenses (excluding 
the expenditure of the Department for Central Europe) totalled £1,509. 

The total receipts of the Keren Hayesod trom its inception to June 
30th, 1923, amount to £995,664, of which more than half (£598,126) has 
come from America. For the period under review ( April 1st, 1922, to 
March 31st, 1923), the receipts totalled £383,640, and the American 


contribution, £234,361. 


A table showing the utilisation of the funds for the period under 
review reveals that £329,603 was allocated to the regular Palestine Budget 
and investment of capital in Palestine; £20,745 was accounted for by the 
expenses of the Head Offics in London and of the Department for Central 
Europe ; £13,513 for salaries and expenses of travelling propagandists, 
and subventions to three reparate unions (Hitachduth, Poale Zion, and 
Zeire Zion); and £5,215 for direct payments made by the Head Office to 
the committees of different countries. 

The sum remitted to Palestine is disposed of as follows: To the 
Executive of the Zionist Organisation for the regular Palestine Budget, 
£310,113; to the Angio-Palestine Company for mortgage loans (for building 
houses through the Mortgage Bank), £3,000; to the Rutenberg scheme 
(on account of shares in the Palestine Electric Company), £5,000; to the 
Hilfsverein schools in Palestine, £625 ; to the World Mizrachi Association, 
for work in Palestine, £8,718; to the Jewish National Fund (on account 
of 20 per cent. payment), £1,074; and other smaller amounts. 

Of the Head Office Expenditure, propaganda (as already mentioned) 
amounts to £1,508 ; salaries to £11,851; Directors’ fees to £1,290; office 
expenses, rent, etc., to £3,632; subvention to the Financial and Economic

THE LAND OF ISRAEL. 


Tisha 6 A& in Jerusalem.

Practically the whole of the Jewish community in Jerusalem celebrates 
“The Fast of the Ninth” in some form, even though they may not abstain 
from food, and on the night of the Fast all the city makes a pilgrimage to 
the “ Western Wall,” to give the “ Wailing Wall” its proper name. 

In descending through the streets of the Old Town one is inc!ined to 
be a little surprised by what strikes.one as savouring of a holiday air, as 
friend greets friend, and one hears the all pervading Shalom on every- 
body's lips. 

Then as one turns out of the narrow main street into the still 
parrower side streets, the crowd gets denser and denser, until one turns 
the last corner and finds oneself in the narrow alley, walled on one side 
by the stones that have for nearly eighty generations been the only 
material remains of a people’s greatness. 

,.A curious hush pervades the great throng—a throng so great that it 


is very difficult to edge one’s way through it—and little is heard but the 


muttering of the pious as they sit on the stone pavement droning over 
the Kinoth or expounding a Widrash. 

And what a sight they present to the gaze! Men and women from all 
parts of the world and of all ages. In the farthest corner may be noticed 
@ party of young Chaluzim and Chaluzoth listening to one.of their num- 


- ber reading ‘‘ Lamentations,’ though the book is quickly closed and put 


aside as soon as it is realised that they are being watched by mere 
Bourgonim, (members of the bourgeois class). It is a fact worthy of note 
that tradition prevails so strongly even among these so-called “ emanci- 
pated” young people that the boys are all sitting togéther in one bunch 


with the girls in another little group on their flank. A little further on 


is a group of old Russian women straining their ears to catch the tones of 
their men-folk reading from their big booksin low tones; men who, if their 
piety is to be gauged by the length of their earlocks, must be very pious 
indeed. In another corner is a veritable little Kehillah, where they havea 
big lantern set on a low stool, causing quite anillumination. Otherwise the 
only light comes from the stars and the small candles held in the hands 
of eager aspirants for the task, it evidently being quite as much of a 
Mitzvah to perform this task as it is to read to the eager listeners. At 
least one would judge this to be the case by the number of candidates 
thore are for the post. 

There is a sense of orderliness and sincerity that is all the more 
significant when one remembers the noise and disorder that unfortunately 
pervade most assembles of Jews, at least in Palestine. One comes away 
feeling that the age-long grief at our national disaster is as real and as 


keenly felt to-day as it was nineteen hundred years ago, and thatthe day 


must come when these such real longings and fervour, especially when 
accompanied by practical work, as is the case these days, must result in 
the rebabilitation of Israel, and that. the. law will once more “go forth 


from Zion and the Word of the Lord from Jerusalem.” 


Moderate Arab Movement.

The Anti-Malaria Campaign in Palestine. 


WORK OF THE JEWISH NATIONAL FUND, 


A Comission, composed of the Government Sanitarian Engineer 
Mr, lL. Cantor, and Mr, Kiigler, Head of the Government Malaria Research 
Unit, has completed an inspection of the reclamation work of the Jewish 
National Fund in the Valley of Jezreel. The Commission has issued a 


_ preliminary summarised report, of which the following is an extract: 


The drainage work in Nahala! and Nuris is the most important undertaking 
of its kind in Palestine. Both areas were extremely malarious. Im both areas 
there are remains of villages which were apparently wiped out by malaria. All 
the new settlements were exposed to this scourge, and if drainage operations 
had not been undertaken immediately they would have been doomed to failure, 


As @ result, however, of the drainage work undertaken these places are being 
made habiiable:and healthy. The full effect ef the work has not yet been,felp, 
because the. drainage is.not yet completed. -1t is certain, however, that as-soon 
as. the work is. brought to completion these new settlements will be among the 
healthiest in Palestine. 

. In general itis clear that about three-quarters of the work required As 
nently to rid these settlements from the swamp plague has been accomplished, 
Twenty-five per cent. of the work still remains undone, and every effort should 
be made to complete the drainage during the summer of 1923. 


Insurance Company's Novel Undertaking. 
BUILDING SCHEME IN PALESTINE, 


The Phcenix Insurance Company, of Vienna, has opened a number 
of new branches in Palestine. The life insurance branch is combined 
with the building branch on a novel system. Immediately a client 
insures his life for £1,000, this sum is immediately expended on erecting 
a dwelling-house. If the client lives and pays up his policy in full, he 
obtains the house free of charge instead of the sum for which he was 
insured. If he dies, the house is transferred to his heirs immediately 
after his death. This system has been adopted specially for Palestine. 
The first policy issued by the Company was taken out by Dr. Weizmann 


during his last visit to Palestine. | ! 


The Palestine Budget. 
DEFICIT OF £E72,587. 


The Official Gazette of July 15th contains the: Palestine Budget for 
1922-1923, made up till April lst of this year. The Government antici- 
pated obtaining an income for the year, April Ist, 1922—April Ist, 1923, 
of £6%2,062,192. Actual income, however, was £E1,764,585. Expenditure 
was anticipated at ££1,819,151. Actually it'was £11,837,172, and the 
deficit is accordingly £1E72,587. |

SCOTTISH SHERIFF’S DECISION. | 


In the Court House, Jedburgh, Sheriff Chisholm, K.C., after hearing 


proof, decided in favour of an application by the Provost and Magistrates: 
and Town Council of Melrose for confirmation of the by-law, enacted by 


them on 1st May last, making compulsory the use of the “ humane killer " 
in the slaughter of cattle, sheep, and pigs within the burgh. 

One of the objections to the confirmation of the by-law, lodged by 
Melrose butchers, was that in the use of the “humane killer” there is 
danger to the operator and to personsin his immediate vicinity; and 
that by a proviso in the by-law, preferential treatment is given to those 
of the Jewish faith. Inanote to his interlocutor, the Sheriff said that the 
conclusion to which he had been led, without hesitation or uncertainty, 
was that the applicants had established their right to have the by-law 
confirmed. He saw no ground for disallowing the proviso.

possible or desirable for Jews to maintain social intercourse with non- 
Jews. There have been two main opposing lines of argument. One 
group hae urged that social intercourse should bo severely restricted 


because it only brings in its train evils, such as the weakening of — 


religious observance, disregard of Sabbaths and dietary laws, and inter- 
marriage, to say nothing of an objectionable form of snobbery and 
all the weakening of character which thatimplies. The other group 
has contended that social intercourse is desirable because it is the 
best way of causing the non-Jew to know the Jew; anti-Semitism is 
based on ignorance, and if this ignorance can be dispelled under the 
genial rays of persona! friendship, anti-Semitism will tend to disappear 
too. Itis because the Jew has held aloof that heis not known for 
what he is, and hence the malice arising from lack of knowledge. 


SOME DIFFICULTIES, 


Most of the debaters have realised that social intercourse in the 
fullest sense is not possible between Jews and non-Jews. There are 
many barriers. The dietary laws for example. One at least of the
